The only effective relief from 
fluoridation? 

Five times in 1995,1 warned the National 
Nutritional Food Associates in Las Vegas, 
the Liberty Lobby in Washington, the 
Cancer Control Society in Pasadena and 
the 100th anniversary chiropractors con¬ 
vention in Davenport, Iowa, that bureau¬ 
crats and the worst elements from the 
medical establishment had teamed up to 
influence the California legislature to 
make fluoridation mandatory. I wrote, 
This legislation has already passed 
through the California state Assembly 
by a vote of 48 to 13 and is pro¬ 
grammed to sail through the Senate 
and be signed into law .... With 
your help we plan to put the fluorida¬ 
tion issue on the ballot in California 
to ban (it) statewide. Not only will 
this stop the further fluoridation of 
millions more, it will stop fluoridation 
in areas already being fluoridated, 
like San Francisco, Oakland, Beverly 
Hills and Long Beach. 

Other opponents of the bill tried to 
assure us that it could be stopped by other 
means. Some said the Senate would never 
buy it. When it passed there, still others 
suggested that writing to the governor 
would suffice, but on October 11, the Los 
Angeles Times reported, “Governor Pete 
Wilson has signed a bill to require most 
California water agencies to add fluoride.” 

The latest antifluoridation scheme is 
tort lawsuits, as George Glasser wrote in 
Perceptions (Jan/Feb 1996). Those suing 


tobacco companies under tort law can tell 
you where that got them, however: no¬ 
where. Risk is not enough to prove dam¬ 
ages under tort law and will not lead to a 
suspension of police powers, despite Mr. 
Glasser’s unsubstantiated remarks. 

Even when we showed that fluoride is 
harmful ( Bellasai v. Cuyahoga Falls), the 
U.S. Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals held, 
in effect, that the state has the police power 
to add a substance to the public water sup¬ 
ply that causes ill health or death without 
violating the rights of the citizens—even if 
it is done for no good reason whatsoever. 

Therefore the only relief that citizens 
can obtain is legislative. The overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of California legislators are, 
in my opinion, ignorant of the effects of 
fluoridation or crooked or both, but 
Californians can still stop this genocidal 
practice, since they have retained the right 
to pass legislation themselves through the 
initiative. Therefore, we are collecting the 
450,000 valid signatures to get the issue 
onto the ballot as follows: 

Section 4026.1 of the Health and 
Safety Code is amended to read: “In 
order to protect the public health from 
increased risk of hip fracture, cancer, 
dental fluorosis and other harmful 
effects which have been linked to fluo¬ 
ride in the scientific literature, no flu¬ 
oride or fluorine-containing substance 
may be added to public water systems. 

“All laws to the contrary and 
Section 4026.8 of the Health and 
Safety Code and Section 21080.26 of 
the Public Resources Code, which deal 
with the implementation of fluorida¬ 
tion are hereby repealed. ” 

I urge you to help us stop fluoridation 
in California. This is more than a state- 
level issue; it is the health-rights fight of 
the century on the biggest battleground in 
the United States. It affects 30 million 
Americans’ right to decide how to care for 
their own health. 

Scientifically, we have decimated the 
opposition, but if we let California fall to 
fluoridation, the rest of the country will 
follow in three to four years. So, whether 
you live in California or not, you should 
help in this fight.

The Challenge of 

Mondragon 

A Revolution In Responsibility 


— Part One — 



T he Basque region of Spain has, in recent years, 
seen the rise of a system of cooperatives that is 
unparalleled in its dynamism, growth and eco¬ 
nomic impact on a region. The system, which 
spreads throughout the surrounding area, is 
named after Mondragon, a town in the mountains of 
Guipuzkoa Province near Bilbao, where the first cooperatives 
were formed. Since its start 40 years ago, it has gained an inter¬ 
national reputation, with similar models now being developed 
in England, Wales and the United States. While its precise con¬ 
nections to the anarchist tradition are unclear, the Mondragon 
system is an example of liberatory organization which, like its 
predecessors in the Spanish Civil War, has achieved success on 
a scale unequaled in any other part of the world. 

The Mondragon network was founded by a Catholic priest, 
Don Jose Maria Arizmendiarrieta, who had narrowly escaped 
being put to death by General Francisco Franco for participat¬ 
ing as a Republican in the Spanish Civil War. With collections 
from the citizens of Mondragon, he founded an elementary 
technical school in 1943. The first graduates included five 
men who, in 1956, founded a small worker-owned and -managed 
factory named ULGOR, 1 initially numbering 24 members, 
and given to the manufacture of a copied kerosene stove. 

This cooperative venture proved successful and developed 
into the flagship enterprise of the whole system. At one point 
ULGOR numbered over 3,000 members, although this was

later recognized as too large and was reduced. The structure 
of this enterprise served as the model for the later enterpris¬ 
es. Following Rochdale principles, 2 each member had one 
vote; membership was open to all; equity was held by mem¬ 
bers with external capitalization by debt, not equity; and con¬ 
tinuing education. 

Additional Principles 

ULGOR adapted and added additional principles which are 
responsible for its dynamism and success, in contrast to almost 
all industrial cooperatives that came before. The additions can 
be summarized as follows: 

It developed a system of individual internal accounts into which 
70 percent of the profits (actually the “surplus”) of the cooperative 
are placed. Each member has an internal account. The other 30 
percent is put into a collective account for operating capital 
and expansion, and a portion of that is earmarked for the 
community. The administrators note how much of the surplus 
is ear-marked for each individual internal account, then each 
amount is automatically loaned back to the cooperative, at 
interest. Upon leaving, members receive 75 percent of the 
accumulated funds credited to their internal account, while 2 5 
percent is retained as the capitalization which made the job 
possible. This system essentially allows the cooperative to 
capitalize close to 100 percent of its yearly surplus and gives it 
a capacity for internal capital accumulation unequaled by any 
capitalist enterprise. It also establishes an ongoing flow¬ 
through relation between the individual and collective por¬ 
tions of the surplus. 

There is a fixed membership (now about $3,000), which rep¬ 
resents a substantial investment in the cooperative and which 
could be deducted from initial earnings. This, too, is credited 
to the internal account. Both the membership fee and the 
share of the surplus represent methods of ensuring commit¬ 
ment through financial incentives. Unlike older cooperatives, 
which often determined the membership fee by dividing the 
net worth into the number of shares (making the fee prohib¬ 
itively high), the one paid by Mondragon members is arbitrary 
and fixed at an affordable amount. 

Unlike traditional cooperatives , members are considered to be 
worker-entrepreneurs , whose job is both to assure the efficiency 
of the enterprise and to help develop new enterprises. They 
do this in their deliberative assemblies and also by depositing 
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their surplus in the system’s bank, described below, which is 
then able to use it to capitalize new enterprises. Members have 
a strong commitment to this expansive principle, recognizing 
that the economic security of each cooperative is dependent 
on its being part of a larger system. 

New members are placed on probation for a year to ensure that 
they are not only appropriately skilled but that they also pos¬ 
sess the necessary capacity for cooperative work. Unlike a 
capitalist enterprise, where workers are considered factors of 
production, in a cooperative they are members of an organi¬ 
zation with both rights and duties of membership, sharing also 
in the ownership of the organiza¬ 
tion. Thus, with open membership, 
members must be able to participate 
not simply as “hired hands,” but to 
perform their membership duties by 
sharing in the management of the 
enterprise. This requires a capacity 
for responsibility and group partici¬ 
pation that in turn implies a certain 
level of maturity. 

The “anticipo, ” the earnings that in a 
conventional enterprise would be consid¬ 
ered wages , is fixed at prevailing wage 
levels , minimizing conflict with other 
local enterprises. Also, the wage dif¬ 
ferential—the difference between 
die highest and lowest wage—was originally set at 3 to 1. This 
ensures an egalitarianism between workers and management 
(who are selected by the general assembly of workers) that 
makes for high morale. Wage levels are determined by a for¬ 
mula that takes into account the difficulty of the job, person¬ 
al performance, experience and interpersonal skills. Relational 
skills have been given greater weight recently out of a recog¬ 
nition that in cooperative work they significantly affect group 
performance. 3 

Above all , Mondragon represents a systems approach to coopera¬ 
tive development. In addition to the base-level industrial coop¬ 
eratives, there is a set of so-called second-degree cooperatives 
that engage in research, financing, technical training and 
education, technical assistance and social services. In addition, 
housing and consumer cooperatives are in place which col¬ 
lectively create a culture in which the basic activities of life 
take place. Members can operate within a context of interde¬ 
pendent and cooperating institutions that follow the same 
principles; this makes for enhanced efficiency. 

Credit union added 

To continue the story, three years after ULGOR was founded, 
Don Arizmendiarrieta suggested the need for a financial insti¬ 
tution to help fund and give technical assistance to other 
start-up cooperatives. As a result, the Caja Laboral Popular 
(CLP), 4 a credit union and technical assistance agency, was 
founded. The CLP contains an “impresario” (entrepreneurial) 
division, with a staff of more than 100, which works inten¬ 
sively with groups desiring to start cooperatives or in rare 


cases to convert existing enterprises. It does location studies 
and market analyses, product development, plans the build¬ 
ings and then works continuously for a number of years with 
the start-up group until its proposal is thoroughly developed 
and financially and organizationally sound. 

In return, the CLP requires that the cooperative join the 
Mondragon system, via a contract of association which speci¬ 
fies the proven organizational and financial structure and 
entails a continuing supervisory relation on the part of the 
CLP. The surpluses of the industrial cooperatives are deposited 
in the CLP and reinvested in further cooperatives. This close 
and continuing relationship with the 
financial and technical expertise of 
the CLP is unique and largely 
responsible for the virtually 100 per¬ 
cent success rate within the system. 

The CLP is considered a second- 
degree cooperative, and its board 
comprises a mix of first-level or 
industrial cooperative members and 
members of the CLP itself. Other 
second-degree cooperatives include 
a social service cooperative that 
assures 100 percent pension and dis¬ 
ability benefits, a health-care clinic 
and a women’s cooperative that 
allows for both flex-time and part- 
time work; women can move freely from this to the industri¬ 
al cooperatives. Also, there is a system of educational cooper¬ 
atives, among them a technical college that includes a pro¬ 
duction cooperative where students both train and earn 
money as part-time workers. This, too, is operated as a sec¬ 
ond-degree cooperative with a mixed board made up of per¬ 
manent staff and students. 

Expansion and diversification 

Mondragon also features a large system of consumer cooper¬ 
atives, housing cooperatives and a number of agricultural and 
building cooperatives. Today, the total system’s net worth is in 
the billions. Mondragon consists of 86 production coopera¬ 
tives averaging several hundred members, 44 educational 
institutions, seven agricultural cooperatives, 15 building coop¬ 
eratives, several service cooperatives, a network of consumer 
cooperatives with 75,000 members and the bank. The Caja 
Laboral has 132 branches in the Basque region and recently 
opened an office in Madrid. This is significant, since it indi¬ 
cates a willingness to expand beyond the Basque region. The 
CLP’s assets alone amount to more than a billion dollars. 

Mondragon produces everything from home appliances 
(it is the second largest refrigerator manufacturer in Spain) to 
machine tool factories and ferry boats, both of which it exports. 
It represents more than one percent of the total Spanish 
export product. With its 18,000 workers, it accounts for about 
15 percent of all the jobs in Guipuzkoa Province and five per¬ 
cent in the Basque country. Although a major part of its prod¬ 
ucts are in middle-level technologies, it also produces high- 
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technology products. Its research institute, Ikerlan, regularly 
accesses U.S. databases, including M.I.T.’s, and has developed 
its own industrial robots for external sale and for use in its 
own factories. This is typical of its approach to technology, 
which is to assimilate new technologies and make them its 
own. Mondragon has spent considerable time studying and 
implementing alternatives to the production line; its self- 
managed organizational system is now being complemented 
with the technology of group production. 

The internal organization of a Mondragon cooperative 
features a general assembly, which ordinarily meets annually 
and selects management, and a social council which deals 
specifically with working members’ concerns. There is also a 
directive council, made up of managers and members of the 
general assembly, in which managers have a voice but no 
vote. This system of parallel organization ensures extensive 
representation of members’ concerns and serves as a system of 
checks and balances. Mondragon enterprises are not large; a 
deliberate policy now limits them to around 400 members. 
ULGOR, the first co-op, grew too large and at one point in 
its early history had a strike, organized by dissidents. The 
general assembly voted to throw the ringleaders out, but it 
learned its lesson: Size alone can breed discontent. 

To obtain the benefits of large scale along with the benefits 
of small individual units, Mondragon has evolved a system of 
cooperative development. Here, a number of cooperatives 
constitute themselves as a sort of mini-conglomerate, coor¬ 


dinated by a management group elected from the member 
enterprises. These units are either vertically or horizontally 
integrated and can send members from one enterprise to the 
other as the requirements of the market and the production 
system change. They are able to use a common marketing 
apparatus and have the production capacity to retain a signif¬ 
icant portion of a given market. This system was started by a 
set of enterprises in the same market banding together for 
inter-enterprise cooperation. Now Mondragon develops such 
systems from the outset.

1. Its name was composed of the initials of the five founding families’ surnames. 

2. “Rochdale Society of Equitable Pioneers, one of the first consumers’ cooperatives, was founded in 1844 in Rochdale, 
England, by 28 Lancashire weavers. Influenced by the theories of Robert Owen, they opened a grocery store which was 
so successful that they were able to establish a cooperative shoe factory and textile mill.The society laid down the basic 
tenets of subsequent consumer cooperation.” (William Bridgwater and Elizabeth J. Sherwood, eds., The Columbia Ency¬ 
clopedia, Second Edition, Columbia University Press, Morningside Heights, New York, 1950.) 

3. Although the wage differential was later changed to 14:1, in practice it is only about 9:1.That is, the highest-paid position

Al-Kurdi: Is there any¬ 
thing beyond reform¬ 
ism or special-interest 
group parochialism in 
U. S. politics? Have the 
advents of the “end of 
ideology ” and the final 
tiiumph of so-called lib¬ 
eral Western democ¬ 
racy, as hailed by Dan iel 
Bell and Francis Fuku¬ 
yama, come to pass? Is 
theresuchathingas“rev- 
olutionary reformism ”? 
Chomsky: First of 
all, remember that 
the “end of ideol¬ 
ogy,” the “new 
class,” the rise of “post-industrial society,” all of the kinds of 
things that are supposed to be fashionable—these are over a 
century old. Charles Francis Adams back about 1880 was say¬ 
ing the same thing. This is just propaganda. Remember when 
Bell’s book The End of Ideology, first came out? In the late 
1950s, he predicted that we were finished with political strug¬ 
gle and from now on everybody’s a technician. People would 
just sort of work their way into the magnificently functioning 
society. Well, what happened five years later? Nobody can 
predict tomorrow’s weather. When they start predicting big 
phenomena in the world it’s either careerism or stupidity. 

As for the options available in the United States now, they 
are what we make them. There’s no conflict between 
reformism and revolution. They’re the same thing. Any sensi¬ 
ble person will try to push reforms to the limit. You see what 
you can get, within the framework of existing institutions, to 
improve people’s lives, to extend freedom and justice. You push 
it as far as you can. If it gets to the point where you can’t push 
it any further, you undermine the institutions. And you do it 
with a goal, a vision in mind, maybe not a detailed plan of the 
future (nobody’s that smart) but a general idea of the goals you 
are working toward, a vision that animates people’s day-to-day 
life. Then you can even build functioning pieces of a future 
society within the present society—cooperatives and so on. 

Out of this comes a constant interplay of trying to bring 
about changes, of trying to undermine illegitimate hierar¬ 
chic and authoritarian structures, whether interpersonal or 
institutional. And at some stage this can become really large- 
scale social change, in which case we call it a revolution and 


proceed in other ways. These aren’t in conflict. You don’t sit 
around and say “I’m not going to try to carry out reforms 
because I want a revolution.” That’s a sure way to lead to the 
conclusion that you don’t get anything. In fact, it’s just about 
educating. People have to understand what the institutional 
constraints are. There’s only one way to understand that, and 
that is to press them to the limit, and then you find out what 
they are. 

Al-Kurdi: On the one hand, you have a distaste for people coming 
around and looking to you to take an overt political leadership role. 
On the other hand, you also acknowledge that you do have a cenain 
responsibility to take a political role. What do we look for as elements 
of genuine social liberation? 

Chomsky: There are too many answers, and everybody knows 
them. I could bring off a long list from A to Z. Basically, we 
ask ourselves, “In the sphere in which I think and function, in 
which I can do something or which I care about, where do I 
want things to be better?” In that sphere you will discover 
plenty of authoritarian and hierarchic structures. They may be 
between men and women, parents and children, corporations 
and workers, states and oppressed people, all kinds. You ask 
yourself, “Are they legitimate? Is that authority legitimate?” In 
fact what you demand is that it justify itself. The burden of 
proof is always on those who exercise the authority. They have 
to justify their right to do so. When you can’t find justification 
for authority, you try to get other people to question it, and 
you work to eliminate it. 

Al-Kurdi: Which causes, struggles and issues do you pick? Do you 
pick, say, abuse of children or do you pick the wushing of the Kurds 
or do you pick lowering wages? 

Chomsky: There’s no answer to that. It depends on where your 
interests and commitments lie. They’re all right, they’re “the 
right thing,” and people who work on all of them are helping 
each other. You work where you are. For example, I can’t do 
anything where I’m sitting to organize workers in Detroit. I’m 
not going to be a labor organizer. If I tried, it would be a joke. 
So, I do what I can. Without any false modesty about it, 
there are some things I do pretty well. I can read, I can look at 
documents, I can write about things and so on and so forth. 

Al-Kurdi: The 50th anniversary of the founding of the United 
Nations was in 1995, and a variety of protests took place. Were you 
protesting, and if so where and what would you protest to mark the 
occasion? 

Chomsky: If I were protesting about the U.N., and there’s a lot 
to protest about, I wouldn’t protest at U.N. headquarters in

New York; I would protest in Washington or London or 
Paris. To protest against the U.N. is like protesting against the 
shadow and not the substance. The U.N. acts insofar as the 
major powers, mostly U.S., allow it to act, and it does what 
those powers, mostly U.S., allow it to do. If you want to talk 
about the U.N., you don’t talk about the words in the charter 
or the functioning institutions, but the constraints that are 
imposed on them by the powers that run them, and over¬ 
whelmingly that’s Washington. 

The United States was perfectly happy to allow the U.N. 
to function back in the late forties and early fifties, when it ran 
it completely. By the fifties, when decolonization began, the 
U.N. became somewhat more democratized, at least repre¬ 
sentative of more countries in the world. At that point, U.S. 
interest in the U.N. began to fade because it couldn’t control 
it completely. There was a non- 
aligned bloc developing. By the 
1960s the United States became 
completely hostile to the United 
Nations because it was just out 
of control. From the mid-1960s 
until today, the overwhelming 
majority of vetoes on the Security Council have been by the 
United States. Second was England, third France and fourth, 
as long as it existed, was the Soviet Union. That’s exactly the 
opposite of the story that you’re always told, but that’s the way 
it was. 

In the 1980s the Reagan administration just decided to 
destroy it. So UNESCO, 1 which was mostly Third-World 
interests, was virtually demolished. UNCTAD 2 was the one 
agency which monitored international corporations. That 
was destroyed. U.N.-related institutions such as the World 
Court were simply undermined. The World Court, after all, 
came out with a judgment against the United States in 1986, 
calling it to terminate its unlawful use of force against 
Nicaragua. Just recendy, when an issue was coming up involv¬ 
ing Iraq, U.S. Ambassador to the U.N. Madeleine Albright 
stated that they better go along with the United States or else. 
She said, “We will act multilaterally when we can and unilat¬ 
erally when we must.” In other words, “You do as we say or 
we just kick you in the pants.” Under those conditions, pro¬ 
testing about the United Nations doesn’t make a lot of sense. 

Al-Kurdi: I am involved in a national liberation struggle , that of the 
Kurds. Part of my work involves transmitting back to the Kurds the 
variety of viewpoints about them , including those of social-justice 
protagonists elsewhere in the world. You definitely fit this category , so 
I am asking you: What is your advice to us in our quest for nation¬ 
al liberation , in terms of dealing with the U.N. and the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment , given our circumstances which you are familiar with? 
Chomsky: If any group has a justified claim to self-determina¬ 
tion, the Kurds certainly do. International arrangements 
should be made to guarantee them a unified expression of this 
right. You know, I never give advice to people who are suf¬ 
fering and struggling. They know better than I do what they 
have to do; they don’t need any advice from me, and I’m in no 
position to give it. 


The main thing that any group has to do if they want to 
achieve anything is to get their own house in order. You can’t 
do a thing unless you do that. It’s not going to solve the 
problem, but it’s a prerequisite to solving it. Now outside 
forces are very eager to insure that they don 't get their house 
in order, for obvious reasons. There’ll be all sorts of efforts to 
split and undermine, to support this group against that group, 
to play on this or that leader’s effort to get more power and so 
on. The Kurds have a long history of that, which I don’t 
need to tell you. You know it a hundred times as well as I do. 
It’s going on in a very devastating way right now. Unless 
internal issues are resolved, outside forces will always be try¬ 
ing to stir them up and keep them from being resolved. 

Any oppressed group, whether welfare mothers in New 
York or Kurds in northern Iraq, will have to explore weak 

spots in the international sys¬ 
tem and try to capitalize on 
them, and of course try to build 
up solidarity with international 
forces. What has helped those 
occasional national liberation 
struggles that have somehow 
had some success was almost invariably traceable, at least in 
part, to support within the society oppressing them. 

Al-Kurdi: So, you think there is still some margin for that sort of 
thing—not that there's “some” margin , there's as much as there ever 
was—which is very little , right? 

Chomsky: Nothing has changed in that respect. Now people 
talk about all kinds of big changes in the New World Order. 
It’s all nonsense in my opinion. You have to bear in mind that 
it’s very much in the interest of intellectuals, ideological man¬ 
agers, to present very inflated stories about great changes 
and so on. Take a look at history, and you find that things go 
on under different contingencies, but they go on reflecting the 
same structures of power, which are very stable. Take a look at 
the transnational corporate power which now dominates the 
world. It’s simply the inheritor of the European conquest of 
the world which goes back 500 years. It’s taken different 
forms at different times, but the continuities are very stable. 

Al-Kurdi: You may be even more pessimistic than I am about 
everything. 

Chomsky: Not really. Take the last 500 years. It’s a much bet¬ 
ter world than it was 500 years ago, or for that matter 30 years 
ago. Take the United States, where we live. Right now, there’s 
a big flap going on about Vietnam. It’s a totally grotesque dis¬ 
cussion about McNamara. The reason it’s a grotesque discus¬ 
sion is because of what the country was like 30 years ago: 
Then, it was impossible to conceive in the United States of 
the plain and elementary fact that John F. Kennedy sent the 
U.S. army and air force to attack South Vietnam. Even the 
antiwar movement couldn’t conceive of it because they them¬ 
selves were brainwashed. Right now the question cannot be 
discussed. The only question being discussed is “Did we make 
a mistake?” That’s like the Nazi high command after 
Stalingrad worried about “making a mistake.” 


Take a look at history, and you find that 
things go on reflecting the same structures of 
power, which are very stable.

That wouldn’t happen anymore. Now 
if a president sent the U.S. Air Force to 
bomb villages massively in some country, 
to authorize napalm and so on, people 
would know it, so it wouldn’t happen. 

Al-Kurdi: But it happened in Iraq. 
Chomsky: No it didn’t. What happened 
in Iraq was dramatically different. First 
of all, Iraq had attacked another country. 
Secondly, there were huge protests 
against the war before it started. In the 
case of Vietnam, there were no protests 
for five or six years, and they were simply 
attacking civilian targets with no pre¬ 
text whatsoever. South Vietnam hadn’t 
attacked anyone. That’s a radical differ¬ 
ence. The Bush administration knew 
that very well and leaked documents 
showing that they had to get this over 
with fast because they were going to 
lose political support otherwise. 

Al-Kurdi: There's a related situation I'd like 
you to comment on , the sanctions against Iraq. 
Chomsky: I think the sanctions at this 
point are basically for two reasons. One 
is of the same category as the means 
employed against Cuba, Nicaragua and 
Vietnam: Anyone who stands up to the 
United States is going to get not just 
beaten but crushed. This is something 
that certainly everybody in the Third 
World should understand, and I’m 
pretty sure everyone in the slums of the 
United States understands. If you are 
running a little store in Chicago and the 
local Mafia don sends his man around to 
collect his protection money, and you 
say you’re not going to pay, they’ll not 
just take the money but really beat the 
shit out of you, to make a lesson of you 
so that other people don’t get the 
same idea. The United States is the 
world’s big Mafia don. If anyone dares 
to stand up, you have to make an exam¬ 
ple out of them so that nobody else gets 
funny ideas.

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Demysti/ying Court Decisions 

Part Three: What is a Decision? 


by Craig Straub 


B efore you can get much good out of studying a 
decision, you need to know exactly what one is, 
which parts of it are merely enlightening or 
entertaining and which are “live ammunition” 
for your own court battle. Mistaking one for the 
other can result in wasted time and lost lawsuits, so this is no 
trivial subject. 

In particular you will want to understand these various 
parts of a decision: an opinion , a holding, , and a dictum . l They 
are somewhat similar, but their effects are very different. 

“Decision” refers to the court’s overall judgment, including 
what the court wants done with the case (called the disposition) 
and what it decided on the various issues that were raised 
(called the holdings). We will talk more about holdings later. 
For now, the case is “disposed of” by being either “affirmed” 
or “reversed”: Either the lower court’s decision should stand 
as it is or be set aside and the higher court’s decision put into 
effect. Sometimes the higher court remands (sends back) the 
case to the lower court for a new trial with instructions to the 
judge concerning how the new trial should be handled. 

The Busse case that we discussed in Parts One and Two of 
this series was disposed of this way: “The U.S. Tax Court was 
correct in its holding, and we affirm its decision and order. 
Affirmed.” That is, the tax court’s decision that Mr. Busse 
didn’t owe more taxes was upheld. The IRS lost and could 
have appealed to the Supreme Court, but it didn’t. This part 
of the decision is “case specific”; it is not applicable to anyone 
else. If that were all that was recorded, we would have no rea¬ 
son for studying cases. 

The Meat of the Matter 

For everyone but Mr. Busse, the payoff is the opinion. It is the 
legal reasoning the court followed in coming to its conclusion. 
Portions of each opinion are binding on lower courts. They 
are the holdings, the parts of the written opinion that other 
courts rely upon when they use the case as an established 
precedent to form their own decisions. The Busse case includ¬ 
ed seven holdings. We discussed the sixth in Part One, quot¬ 
ing that the IRS cannot rewrite “legislative enactments to 
give . . . effect to their ideas of policy and fitness ...” 

Some reporter series help you out by summarizing and 
numbering the holdings at the beginning of each case. These 
are called the “notes of decision.” They are not part of the 


judges’ work; they are written by the publisher (in this case, 
West Publishing Co.) to help you and to index the case. 
(Remember, when we Shepardized 2 Busse we saw numbers 
superscripted after the cases listed. For instance, a super¬ 
script “6” meant the case discussed note #6 of the Busse hold¬ 
ing. Unfortunately, some reporters, such as U.S. Reports , do 
not provide this useful tool.) 

As we saw in Part Two, the sixth note of Busse actually 
reads, “6. Internal Revenue 152.” The 152 is a “key num¬ 
ber,” another useful research tool that helps you locate all 
of the other federal cases which discuss this issue. Law 
libraries have a set of books called Federal Practice Digest , 
where we could go to volume “I” for Internal Revenue 
and find key number 152 to view these cases. It’s a handy 
tool when we want to stock our argument full of cases 
regarding just this one issue! 

Holdings vs. Dicta 

Be sure to quote only from holdings in your argument, not 
the incidental portions of the opinion called dicta. Dicta is a 
plural and shortened form of obiter dictum, meaning 
“remarks by the way.” These collateral opinions of a judge do 
not affect the outcome of the case and are used for “illustra¬ 
tion, argument, analogy or suggestion. The doctrine of stare 
decisis does not encompass dicta, and therefore, dicta are not 
binding authority .. . and cannot be cited as precedent in sub¬ 
sequent lawsuits.” 3 

How can you tell whether you are quoting dicta or hold¬ 
ings? If you find the idea listed by West in one of the num¬ 
bered notes, you can be sure it’s a holding. Some people only 
quote from the notes of decision, but very old cases not pub¬ 
lished by West don’t have this feature. With both forms of 
published cases, you must be careful to look at the context of 
the discussion. If the judge said something like, “On the other 
hand ... if this had happened, then so and so would be true,” 
it is an illustration or comment on a principle , not a comment 
directly on the case itself; you wouldn’t use it. 

Be careful! The opposition will sometimes intentionally 
quote dicta to advance false reasoning. Again, the only way to 
catch them at this is to read the case! Don’t accept their ideas 
on a case as the truth. View them only as opinions which can 
be wrong. Every day in every court, half of the lawyers are 
wrong, i.e. the judge or jury decides against them. So, don’t be 
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put off when a lawyer spouts the law. What’s important is what 
the judge says. 

We have talked about opinions in general, but there are 
several types of opinions: concurring, dissenting and per curiam, 
which we will look at next. 

Interpreting Court Decisions 

When we read the body of an opinion we are actually reading 
the majority opinion which is agreed upon by at least two of 
the three judges on the panel 
(or five of nine in the Supreme 
Court). Once a majority agrees, 
the court can issue its decision. 

One judge usually writes it up 
for the others. 

Sometimes the judges do 
not agree, of course, and one or 
more of them may write opin¬ 
ions that diverge from the 
majority. There are two types 
of these. The first is a concur¬ 
ring opinion: A judge “con¬ 
curs” when he accepts the final 
result that the majority arrived 
at, but disagrees with how they 
arrived at it. He gives his own 
legal reasonings but these do 
not become part of the hold¬ 
ings. Not all concurring opin¬ 
ions express disapproval, how¬ 
ever; some just want to high¬ 
light or reinforce the majority 
opinion by taking an alternate legal route. Sometimes more 
than one judge may write concurring opinions, or they may 
say, “Concur in part and dissent in part.” So, we’ll talk about 
dissents next. 

A dissenting opinion is an outright disagreement within the 
panel. A judge who writes this opinion rejects the decision as 
well as the legal reasons for arriving at it. The judge would 
then enumerate his reasons for disagreeing with the majority 
decision. There was no dissenting opinion in Busse , but if 
there had been it would have meant that the judge wanted to 
find for the IRS and reverse the lower court decision. 

The key question with dissents is then: “How can I use 
them—should I quote them to back my argument?” I believe 
the answer lies in something that former justice Charles 
Evans Hughes said, “A dissent is a court of last resort in an 
appeal to the brooding spirit of the law, to the intelligence of 
a future day.” 

What this means to me is that a future generation of judges 
may someday agree with the dissent and upset the precedent, 
but that is very unlikely when a Citizen is disputing a consti¬ 
tutional issue. Relying on a dissenting opinion for support will 
not advance your position in any way, unless the media and 
general public disagree with the precedent and want a change. 
Your case may then spark the change, but that is unlikely. 


While you want to avoid building your argument on dis¬ 
senting opinions (after all, they lost) you can make excellent 
use of them to show the illogic they contain and why they lost. 4 

Last, there is the per curiam (“by the court”) ruling. This is 
“an opinion of the whole court.” 5 Usually, the decision omits 
the name(s) of the judge(s) who wrote it. 

Reading an entire case, including the concurring and dis¬ 
senting opinions, can be very enjoyable, especially if it was a 
very important and controversial one. For instance, Pollock v. 

Farmers' Loan &Trust Co. 6 
established that the income tax 
of 1894 was a direct tax and 
therefore unconstitutional and 
void. In Pollock , three of the 
nine Supreme Court justices 
(Harlan, Brown and Jackson) 
wrote dissenting opinions. 
The majority opinion is 37 
pages long, while the three 
dissents total another 73 
pages! Each dissenter wrote 
why he supported the income 
tax act of 1894. 

Obviously one who holds the 
majority view that an income 
tax must be indirect to be con¬ 
stitutional would read the dis¬ 
senting opinions merely to 
understand the opposition— 
not to quote from it, but to 
strengthen his own position. 
Warning: If the opposition 
were to quote from Pollock, it would more than likely use the 
dissenting opinions. This could be a tricky maneuver to steer 
the court to a wrong judgment, so you must have read the case 
in order to expose this chicanery! Next time we’ll get to the 
bottom line: how to analyze a case.

Breaking With Tradition Brings Amazing 
Success to ProMotion Publishing 



When I started ProMotion Publishing in 

late 1993 I knew our old-fashioned principles might 
make it difficult, if not impossible, to operate successfully 
competing with the publishing giants who dominate 
this business. I was told by several long term publishers 
that our distribution plan could not succeed against 
the entrenched financial and marketing scheme that 
strangles small publishers and mistreats most authors. 

So, I was astonished by our immediate and world 
wide success. 

I initially started ProMotion Publishing 
to market my own book, Malice in Wonderland , The 
Congressional Crook Book. In the six months following 
the publishing of Malice in Wonderland I was 
interviewed on over 600 radio and TV shows including 
Sally Jesse Rafael. It didn’t take long for me to be 
besieged by unpublished authors who sought 
someone who would at least listen to them. At 
first, I was reluctant to publish their books 
because I know how difficult it is to profitably 
market a new book for first time authors but the 
importance of the message in many manuscripts 
and the quality of the writing persuaded me to 
take up the challenge. However, I was determined 
to do it only if I could devise a plan that would 
pay authors their proper due. 

With that as my primary goal, I assembled a publishing team. 
That team developed a plan that would pay authors over 60% of net 
sales and pay our successful authors weekly; two important things no 
other publisher does. Traditionally, most authors get between 4% and 
10% of net sales and are usually paid once or twice a year. And too many 
publishers are arrogant characters who often mistreat and abuse 
desperate authors. We were intent on treating authors with respect, 
which starts by recognizing that their manuscripts represent 
their dreams and are their prized and valuable property. 
Because we recognize manuscripts as an author’s property 
we, unlike other publishers, decided to keep copyrights 
in the author’s name in bold print and not take it away 
in small print. 

In order to pay our authors 60% of net, pay them 
weekly, and still make ProMotion profitable, we had 
to break nearly every established tradition in the publishing industry. 
We had to be a 100% cash business in an industry that knows only 
long-term credit. This was a challenge that everyone I talked with in 
publishing said would be impossible. Well, we did the impossible. In 
less than two years, we had more than 1,500 bookstores paying cash, 
plus shipping and handling. No other publisher in America has been 
able to do this. Most of these bookstores buy from us several times each 
month. By helping bookstores with their promotion and distribution we 
have some (with only one store) which have purchased more than $50,000 
worth of our books. 

To break the payment-on-terms tradition and make this 
program work we had to be absolutely sure we dealt with everyone in 
a friendly, but firm basis based using old fashioned business principles. 
Since bookstores have purchased books on credit for over 100 years, and 
because there is no additional benefit to the stores to pay us cash, in 
the beginning we had to take a lot of time to fully explain why we 
required cash rather than offering terms. We had to do it so that there 



would never be a hint of arrogance. What is most 
amazing is how readily they accepted our program 
when they understood our position. To make ProMotion 
profitable we had to sell a large percentage of our 
books at full retail, we had to sell books by the 
thousands each week and be the epitome of efficiency. 

To that end, we designed PC and Mac 
computer systems that could effectively handle a 
myriad of typesetting and design software. We 
developed our own computer programs to administer 
record keeping and author reporting requirements. 
To sell thousands of books for our authors, we created 
one of the most unique and effective book marketing 
plans for new authors in American history. We decided 
to market each book directly to the consumer first so 
that a major portion of sales would be at full-retail 
price. This has allowed many of our authors to earn 
from $3.00 to $12.00 per book, depending on the retail 
price. It also created a demand at the bookstore and 
provided us with a valuable list of customers to who 
we could easily go back when an author wrote a new 
book or added an audio or video tape. We also produced 
a TV show and a salable video for most of our authors. 

It was one thing to devise a better financial plan 
that would give authors more per book sold. It was 
something else to create a marketing plan that would 
sell their books by the thousands each month or, in some cases, each 
week. But we were convinced we could if our marketing was unique, 
creative and aggressive. When we started promoting Dr. Hulda Clark’s 
book, The Cure for All Cancers , we couldn’t even get magazines 
and newspapers to advertise it because they said 
no one had the cure for all cancers. So we created 
a cancer newsletter which we advertised in the 
classified section of the newspapers which had 
originally refused our ads. This kind of ad cost us 
a fraction of what a display ad would have cost. In 
the newsletter we had a full page ad for the book 
The Cure for All Cancers. We offered the 
newsletter free to anyone who would send a 
self-addressed stamped envelope. The results were 
amazing. Every paper accepted our ad and we sold thousands 
of books. 

Whether through PR or paid advertising, we had to make it 
easy for potential book buyers anywhere and any time to order our 
books. We wanted those buyers to be able to recall our phone number. 

To do that we established a nationally recognizable 800 number; 
1-800-231-1776. It worked! Many people remembered the number 
easily without writing it down. In an effort to capture 
and upgrade orders we answer the phones with 
live operators 24 hours a day. We continually 
had to use creativity to overcome such marketing 
problems and to enhance sales in other ways. 
We increased sales by establishing an 800 number so prospective book 
buyers could listen to our authors describe their books on audio tape. 
At the end of each tape the author gives out our 800 number for 
easy ordering. 

Our efforts quickly paid off big! We set up independent 
distributors worldwide. Many made initial orders of $10,000 to $15,000 














worth of books to become book distributors for us. To support our authors, 
distributors and bookstores we set up a PR team which worked all day 
booking our authors on radio and TV shows. Their efforts resulted in 
more than 3,000 bookings in two years, including such shows as Oprah 

and Sally Jessie Rafael. We also generated feature stories in 
newspapers and magazines every month. To maximize 
the tremendous PR we aggressively promoted our books 
through paid advertising. We ran book ads on radio nearly 
everyday of the year. We produced full-page, full-color 
ads on the inside front cover of several magazines every 
month. To be cost effective we set up our own graphics 
company and promotional agency. This gave us design 
control and the power needed to deal with advertising and promotional 
opportunities. Our graphics department created promotional calendars, 
point-of-purchase book displays and unique incentives for many of our 
books. We constantly searched for unique ways to promote and sell 
our books. 

Once our customer base reached 10,000 we began producing 
periodic mailings - always being careful to separate and tailor each 
mailing to our targeted audience. Our success with this has been beyond 
expectation. On one particular mailing we asked the buyers of one of our 
books to buy more of the same book to give to friends and relatives. In 
fact, we asked them to buy 12 of the same book which required a $150.00 
purchase. Some of our staff thought that I was crazy to try such a mailing 
but unbelievable as it might seem, orders rolled in for several weeks. 
What I’ve learned is that most marketers don’t understand how to develop 
real buyer’s loyalty or how powerful such loyalty can be. 

We also believe in maximizing all our efforts and our products. 
To that end, we have announcement mailings to customers who reside 
close to a radio station where our authors will be interviewed. We produce 
special events that require a boldness, devoid of cockiness but full of 
confidence. This attitude helped us to produce news conferences for one 
of our authors on the steps of Congress and at the entrance to the 
United Nations. 

Because we don’t use much of the established book distribution 
system, a system with little sympathy for business done the old-fashioned 
way, we cultivated hundreds of small independent distributors throughout 
the United States. The effectiveness of these distributors has been 
astonishing. One 80-year-young distributor in Florida has already sold 
more than 10,000 books for us. What other publisher in America can 
make such a claim? The uniqueness and power of our marketing system 
has helped us sell over 300,000 books for one of our first-time authors. 
What’s more, that author is paid $20,000 to $50,000 every week! 

To give our authors every opportunity to maximize their potential 
earnings, we provide books to them at just $1.00 over cost. Most of them 
make from $10.00 to $15.00 for each book they sell when they speak. Our 
primary goal is to do all we can to help authors make money. 

There’s got to be a good reason why authors from 
around the world, authors published by the big-time 
mainstream publishing houses, are now coming to ProMotion 
Publishing. On one occasion, one of those authors was told 
by his New York publisher that John Perkins was the 
biggest shyster in the publishing business. My response 
was, “Hallelujah! ProMotion Publishing, which is just a 
drop in the ocean, must be a major irritation to those Wall 
Street publishers.” 

Most of the books we publish are overlooked and 
under-valued by other publishers. They are almost all 
controversial. Often they are even risky because they 
stand up against an abusive government gone out of control 
and its arrogant agencies like the FDA and the IRS. Or they 
dare to attack organizations that threaten our basic freedoms 
like the AMA and most drug companies. Dr. Hulda Clark’s 
controversial books on Cancer, AIDS and other diseases directly 





challenge the thinking of the AMA and most doctors about their cause 
and cure. Tijuana Clinics is the first definitive book about alternative 
medical treatments available just south of the border. It is full of 
detailed information including a map of how to get to each clinic. We 
also insist on controlling each book title and cover design. Both 
elements are critical to a book’s success. Most 
authors and few publishers seem to understand the 
purpose and power of book titles and cover designs. 
It’s been a major reason for our success. 

There has got to be a good reason why, 
Harvey Diamond, co-author of Fit For Life , a 
national and international bestseller, is an author 
with ProMotion Publishing. His new book, You 
Can Prevent Breast Cancer! is about to take the 
world by storm. More importantly, it will save the 
lives of countless women. 

All these things added together have helped us in our first 
two years to reach over a quarter of a million dollars in cash sales per 
month with a growth rate of between 5% and 10% per month. And for 
the first time in our history we are soon going to promote ProMotion 
Publishing. Up to this time authors came to us without any 
promotional efforts. As a matter of fact, we haven’t ever had a flyer 
which describes ProMotion Publishing. 

We are now adding about four new 
books per month but plan to take it to ten 
books soon. By just maintaining our present 
growth and adding a few new books we believe 
sales could reach five million dollars in cash sales by the 
end of 1996 - our third year of business. 

I was asked to share our story at a conference of small 
publishers. I learned a few days after the conference that almost no 
one believed me. Most had been publishers for years and were firmly 
convinced that no publisher could get bookstores to prepay for books, 
let alone pay shipping and handling. There has got to be some truth 
here that explains why they are struggling with meager profits and 
little hope. 

One of our basic philosophies at ProMotion is that when 
you give, it comes back to you pressed down, shaken together and 
running over. That’s why we’re so confident that we can give so much 
to our authors. Another of our philosophies is that when you stand on 
old-fashioned business principles you can confidently ask any 
reasonable thing from your customers and get it. 

Let me share with you an example of how we stand on our 
marketing principles. A large national, New York book distributor 
called me one day because he, “...could not get satisfaction from any 
other ProMotion staff.” He told me he was prepared to give us a 
large order for our books but that he required terms. I told him in as 
friendly a way as I could that we did business the old-fashioned way, 
we pay cash for what we get and get paid cash for what we sell. With 
some anger he asked how I could possibly turn down such a big order. 
I told him that hundreds of bookstores had bought our books, 
paid cash, shipping and handling and that if I gave him terms 
it would not be fair to them and worse yet he would discount 
the books and hurt the very people who helped us build ProMotion 
Publishing. I wouldn’t do that for 
any amount of money. A few weeks 
later, we began to receive prepaid 
book orders from him. 

We’re changing the way things 
are being done in the publishing 
business but we’re not doing it alone. 

Thousands of bookstore buyers, 
and distributors around the 
world are helping.

Artistic Champion of Freedom 

Portrait of A Master Illustrator 

B orn in 1894 to a middle-class 
Jewish family in Poland, 

Arthur Szyk (“shick”) began 
very early to draw, his talent 
encouraged and nurtured by 
his parents. Their belief in him bore 
fruit when they sent him to study in 
Paris: At age 15, he revived the 400- 
year-old art of illumination, 1 which had 
been lost to civilization. He eventually 
became a master of this exquisite form. 

In 1914 Szyk enlisted as a Polish 
soldier to fight Germany, but during 
World War I, “the war to end war,” he 
came to hate this social psychosis. 

Nonetheless, he served honorably and 
was even decorated. 


tated that the country he had so respected as a champion of 
liberty now sought to take away his own. 

Despite world-class talent and fame as an artist and patri¬ 
ot—his subjects included the American Revolution, George 
Washington and other American heroes (see plate oppo¬ 
site)—Szyk received no mercy when brought before his 
inquisitors. Although his masterpieces were collected by the 
British royal family, the Rothschilds and the Roosevelts (he 
had campaigned for FDR), he was given neither support nor 
favors in his time of need. Betrayed by the government he had 
so believed in, Szyk died a few months later, some say of a 
broken heart. 

Perceptions is proud to reprint the universally rejected 
Arthur Szyk cartoon from a rare copy, plus the second work 
which further shows this great artist’s feel for both his art and 
his fellow man. The conditions satirized by the “offensive” 
drawing are widely acknowledged today, but in 1944 the sub¬ 
ject was strictly taboo.

When peace came, he moved back to Paris and raised a 
family. Then Hitler’s army annexed his homeland, and Szyk 
moved his family to London and, in 1940, to the United 
States. 

By this time his paintings, manuscripts, postal designs and 
corporate advertisements had made him world famous. Since 
his constant themes were individual freedom, human dignity 
and religious tolerance, he easily sold his stylized cartoons 
which were already popular in Europe. One survey showed 
them to be even more popular with American soldiers over¬ 
seas than “cheesecake” pinups! 2 

Due to Szyk’s high-profile antifascism, Hitler grew to hate 
him so much that he put a price on his head and personally 
ordered the execution of his mother: She was burned alive. 
Despite this personal tragedy, Szyk continued to produce his 
cartoon satires in magazines and newspapers almost daily. 

He was a very observant man who dedicated himself to 
freedom. In 1944, he drew the cartoon above showing two 
American soldiers, one black, the other white. Despite his 
great success before this, every publication to which he sub¬ 
mitted the cartoon rejected it. This was the only time he had 
this experience during his long, prolific career. 

Probably it was this now-notorious cartoon which drew 
negative attention to Szyk from some high-ranking 
Americans—just as he had infuriated der Fuhrer . When the 
McCarthy “witch hunts” (rather, the J. Edgar Hoover decep¬ 
tive-propaganda campaign) began in the 1950s, Szyk found 
himself listed among suspected communists. He was devas-

I was raised on an organic dairy farm in Montana during the 
Second World War. My parents couldn’t hire help, so both 
of them milked the cows, and the task of caring for me, my 
brother and sisters fell to my grandparents. “Day care” back 
then was much different than today; there were no swings, 
slides and Leggo blocks. Instead we kids worked full-time in the 
garden. This is where my love of living soil began. Since I was 
four or five years old all I have ever wanted to be was a farmer. 

This early decision made my approach to school simple. I 
wanted to be a farmer, and my parents owned a farm. There 
was no need to pay attention in school because all I had to do 
was get out of school so I could start my career. The only 
thing I did in the first 12 years of school was party and play 
football, and I was very good at both. I must admit I was very 
surprised at the end of my senior year when I was informed 
that I would graduate. In retrospect, I suppose the teachers 
thought that if I didn’t graduate there was a chance I would 
come back, and rather than take that chance they gave me a 
diploma. I was thrilled to start my lifelong ambition. 


The first real wake-up call of my life came when I realized 
that farming was a business and I lacked the tools to run one. 
Unwilling to let this dissuade me, I did what most American 
youth do who have neglected to learn anything in the first 
twelve years of school; I immediately enrolled in college. 
While there, I made sure not to repeat the mistakes I had 
made in high school. Knowing that I wanted to make our 
small organic dairy farm into an agribusiness, I learned about 
herbicides, pesticides, hormones and medication. I graduated 
with a degree in agriculture from Montana State University 
with enough chemistry to qualify for a Nobel prize. This 
time I was sure I was well armed with the necessary tools to 
succeed in my lifelong dream of farming. 

After 2 5 years of hard work, I had taken that small, organ¬ 
ic, family farm and turned it into an operation of 1,000 range 
cows and calves, a 5,000-head confinement feedlot and thou¬ 
sands of acres of field crops. With as many as 30 employees at 
a time, I thought I was the Donald Trump of agriculture. No 
problem was too tough for me. If greater yields were needed, 
I used more herbicides. If insects were a problem, I used 
more pesticides. If larger equipment was called for, I would 
buy out my neighbors, remove the fences and farm on a larg¬ 
er scale. I had all the answers. 

My second wake-up call arrived in 1979 when I became 
paralyzed from the waist down. The doctors thought the 
problem was a tumor pressing on my spinal cord. They said 
that if the tumor were inside the cord, the chance that I 
would ever walk again was one in a million. When someone 
quotes you that kind of odds he is telling you to get a catalog 
and pick out your favorite wheelchair. 

The night before the operation, many things went through 
my mind. The most persistent thought was the picture of the 
once-living soil of my childhood after 2 5 years of my chemi¬ 
cal addiction. I had turned that living soil into matter that 
resembled asbestos. It looked like we had imported if from 
Mars. I knew that I was responsible for the change, and I 
couldn’t lay the blame on anyone else. I also wondered what 
kind of person I would be after the operation. Would I just sit 
in my wheelchair and feel sorry for myself, or would I have 
the intestinal fortitude to make the rest of my life amount to 
something worthwhile? That night I made a solemn vow that 
no matter the result of the operation I would commit the rest

of my life to attempting to pass on more natural resources to 
the next generation than those we had received. I wasn’t sure 
what that really meant—maybe less use of chemicals, more 
crop rotation and a return to an organic form of farming. 

The 12 hours of surgery, which included removing the 
back of several of my vertebra, revealed that the tumor was 
inside the covering on the spinal cord. When the covering 
was opened the tumor was not only on the inside, it was also 
under the cord. The doctors could not raise the cord to 
remove it. All they could do was 

select a nerve, cut it and hope Our grandfathers were farmers, our fathers 
the one they cut had the tumor were f arm ers, but we were chemical junkies. 

attached to it like a fish on a 

line. If there was more than one nerve attached to the tumor, 
it would sever the other nerves, and I would remain paralyzed 
from the waist down. They selected a nerve, cut it and 
removed a tumor about the size of my thumb. I walked out of 
the hospital three weeks later. While in the hospital I con¬ 
tracted a virus that prevented me from focusing my eyes for 
about a year. To this day I believe that someone was telling me 
not to lose sight of that commitment I made when I didn’t 
know whether I would ever walk again. This commitment 
hasn’t been forgotten. 


Starting over 

When I left the hospital I knew the first thing I had to do was 
reeducate myself. I believed the information I had received at 
the university had led me down the wrong path. I started 
reading books like Silent Spring by Rachel Carson, writings by 
Thomas Berry, Wendel Berry and Tom Regan. The most 
difficult part was that my friends laughed at me saying, “Not 
only did they remove the tumor from your back, they 
removed your brain.” Everyone should know the answers, 
they said. “Just listen to the experiment station, land-grant 
universities, Successful Faulting and Farm Journal. ” They all 
thought that the future was in more herbicides, more pesti¬ 
cides, more hormones and more medication. I could not 
agree with this line of thinking. 

I started to wonder whether the problem was just in my 
area or nationwide. Traveling all over the United States, I 
found most of the young university-trained farmers were 
doing the same dumb things I had been doing. Almost the 
entire generation of young farmers had been brainwashed. 
Our grandfathers were farmers, our fathers were farmers, 
but we were chemical junkies. The task of changing the way 
American farmers operated was like shoveling the tide with a 
pitchfork. I continued to try to change the methods that I was 
sure were causing our growing environmental problems. 

When I talked to my banker about changing the way I was 
farming to a more organic approach he laughed at me. He 
reminded me that he was also the banker for the chemical and 
pharmaceutical dealers in our town. The money he was lending 
me was recycled through many other local businesses and if 
he helped me return to organic production those customers 
would suffer from the loss of my spending. The banker 
absolutely refused to help me go the organic route of farming. 


In 1983, unable to support the debt I was carrying with the type 
of farming I was doing, I sold most of my farm, but I didn’t 
change the commitment I had made while in the hospital. 

I spent several years working with farmers and ranchers in 
the early ’80s on the mounting problems associated with 
nonsustainable production. In 1987 I had the chance to go to 
Washington, D.C., and work for farmers as a lobbyist on 
Capitol Hill. In the five years I worked with Congress, I 
learned what is known as the Golden Rule: Those who have 

the gold make the rules. 

When I’m asked whether all 
members of Congress are in the 
back pocket of special interests, 
I reply, “Not all, but almost all chairmen or subcommittee 
chairmen are totally beholden to big money interests.” In my 
opinion, the game in Washington is totally rigged by the 
special interests. If the American public ever thinks they will 
have any of their problems solved by Congress, they are 
smoking California’s number one crop. 

A vegan convert 

In 1992, I told my friends that I was leaving Washington. 
They all laughed and asked me who I was going to lobby— 
the American public? I told them that there was only one 
word that brought fear into the hearts of elected politicians 
and that word was unemployment—theirs. Only the voting 
public could instill that kind of fear. I wanted to work where 
I could make a difference. 

My re-education opened my eyes to many issues I never 
thought had anything to do with the problem as I perceived it 
in 1979. The issue of diet and animal suffering did not 
become clear to me until I had digested many new books. 
John Robbins’ Diet For a New America and Jeremy Rifkin’s 
Beyond Beef forced me to expand my ideas about the big pic¬ 
ture. The brainwashing I had received from a very early age 
had closed my eyes to some big problems, even though I 
had worked with them every day. I professed to love ani¬ 
mals, but I was loving them to death. My diet was well on the 
way to killing me while I was encouraging other people to 
make the same mistakes I was making. When I finally worked 
up the courage to confront myself with the facts about my 
diet and use of animals, I wasn’t sure I could admit that my 
lifestyle had been wrong for years. Making this admission to 
a lifetime of friends and family was one of the most difficult 
things I have ever had to do. Today, I’m proud to say no ani¬ 
mal has to die for me to live. 

I was able to see that the way we were producing food was 
causing most of our environmental problems. Those prob¬ 
lems made me commit myself to the task of informing the 
consumers in the hope that we can correct the problem before 
it is too late. We use more pesticides today than at any other 
time in history, and we are losing a greater percentage of the 
crops. It’s not what we know that is getting us in trouble, but 
what we “know” that isn’t so. We are believing the siren call 
of the public relations pitchman, and it is leading us to an 
environmental disaster. 
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The global dimension 

There have never been more people on Earth. There have 
never been more cows on Earth, nor pigs, nor chickens. At the 
same time, however, there has never been less clean water on 
Earth. There has never been less available top soil, nor fewer 
fish nor fewer mature trees. There has never been less cause 
for optimism for the future of the human race. Our natural 
resources are disappearing at an unbelievable rate, and our so- 
called “leaders” offer only cosmetic solutions. Earth’s popula¬ 
tion calls for more of everything, while Earth demands time to 
recover from years of abuse. 

The Brazilian rain forest is being destroyed to provide 
pasture for cattle. If this destruction continues at its present 
pace, this rain forest will disappear within our children’s life¬ 
time. Every five years we lose enough acreage from this forest to 
equal the size of France. It is called the “lungs of the world” by 
some, yet we are turning it into a desert. When we review his¬ 
tory, we find that the Romans referred to the great forests of 
Africa, and today we know this area as the Sahara Desert. 
How do you like the sound of “the Amazon Desert ”? Not only 
the Brazilian rain forest is under attack; many forests around 
the world are destroyed daily to provide items as frivolous as 
disposable chop sticks. This wanton destruction by humans 
cannot continue at its present pace and allow an environ¬ 
ment that will sustain human life. 

Food-producing soil is disappearing at a shocking rate 
around the world. Grain production in the great plains of the 


United States causes the loss of three tons of topsoil for every 
ton of grain produced. Worldwide today, one person in 12 is 
fed with grain produced in the United States, at the cost of 
precious top soil. Haiti is a country almost completely denud¬ 
ed of trees and topsoil, and now the Haitian population is 
expected to double within 20 years. In the last 40 years, China 
has lost cropland acreage equal to the size of all the farms in 
Germany, France, Holland and Denmark combined, while its 
population continues to grow. The list goes on and on, while 
superficial solutions are proposed by comatose national lead¬ 
ers. Earth has dealt with problems like this in the past. The 
solution has been to reduce the human population. We are 
running out of pristine resources to exploit, and the available 
options continue to shrink every day. 

Human sperm count, in the time it has been recorded 
worldwide, has fallen more than 40 percent—20 percent in 
just the last decade. The reproductive capability of many other 
species has also fallen at an astronomical rate in the past fifty 
years. We are like the people walking down the street while a 
car alarm blares, blithely expecting someone else to investigate 
the problem. Our rapidly diminishing resources should wake 
us up, but instead we are hoping someone else is minding the 
store. We are robbing ourselves of a future.

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and we lack the technology to clean them. Topsoil is covering 
the ocean floor, and we are left with barren, nonproductive 
fields around the globe. 

World economists soothe the ears of government with 
theories of least-cost production and free trade solving all the 
problems associated with natural-resource destruction. These 
patchwork plans ignore the basic problems: What we are 
doing on the planet is totally 
nonsustainable. We adjust the 
pilot light while the forest fire is 
about to burn down our towns. 

The longer we fail to face die real 
problems the more difficult it 
will be to find solutions. 

Nuclear waste disposal, clear 
cutting, rain forest destruction, topsoil loss, overgrazing, 
water pollution, waste disposal and air pollution are just a few 
of the explosive problems which we have failed to defuse. 
The survival of our race will depend on achieving solid solu¬ 
tions for all of these during our lifetimes. This is not a hope, 
it is a necessity. 

I recently heard a lecture by Dr. Michael Klaper 1 who 
stated that the amount of time available to begin the changes to 
save the human race should be counted in months, not years. 
He believes we have less than 120 months in which to insti¬ 
tute these changes or it will be too late. I believe he is overes¬ 
timating the time left. A ship the size of Earth cannot change 
course quickly—especially with an unaware and careless crew. 

Saving the planet starts at home—in the kitchen 

The most dangerous implement in the arsenal of the human 
race today is the table fork. We have difficulty convincing our¬ 
selves of its importance; instead, we hope for a scientific break¬ 
through that will allow us to indulge ourselves and save our race 
at the same time. I believe this breakthrough will never occur 
despite how hard we pray. Common sense tells us when we 
work with nature we restore our environment and improve the 
health of not only the Earth but ourselves. The prescription 
for health of all concerned is an organic plant-based diet. 

There are many interconnected problems, but the most 
significant is the consumption of animal products. Mountains 
of animal manure, polluted water, overgrazing, rain-forest 
destruction, human health, animal suffering, human hunger, 
soil loss and global warming can all be attributed to the 
human consumption of animal products. Time-wasting 
debates can continue as long as money exists to buy phony 
studies that cloud the issue, but the facts remain: We cannot 
survive on this planet in our present numbers if we continue 
to consume current amounts of animal products. 

In my lifetime, I have seen animal production in the 
United States explode from rural family farms to factory 
farming. The size of this type of production is mind boggling: 
chicken operations with millions of birds and beef feedlots 
with more than fifty thousand animals. The waste and disease 
in these operations are monumental. 2 


We are also skating on very thin ice by limiting genetic 
varieties within our animal and plant species. This reduction 
of the gene pool is a time bomb waiting to explode just as it 
did in the mid-’80s when a scant three different varieties of 
corn accounted for most U.S. corn production. Each of them 
was vulnerable to the same diseases, and, as a result, the 
majority of the crop failed. 

The ability of pests and disease 
to exploit genetic weaknesses 
will always be the Achilles heel 
of the human food supply. Most 
species have survived as long as 
they have because of the great 
variety in each, yet this diversi¬ 
ty is being reduced at an alarm¬ 
ing rate. Modem agriculture has reduced the number of grain 
species from several thousand to less than a hundred. This 
example is being repeated over and over. Every time we 
become involved in a new area of agriculture we select a few 
varieties and then combine them, believing we know more 
than Nature. In every instance we fail to maintain the genet¬ 
ic pool in case our plan has a flaw. 

Not hopeless...yet 

Unless we learn to live within our bioregion and face the basic 
problems of the interaction of all of Earth’s life forms, we are a 
species bound for extinction. Every trainload of corn shipped 
from Iowa farms to animal feedlots in Texas produces about a 
trainload of manure. The cost of shipping this manure back to 
Iowa is prohibitive, so the soil-enhancing manure ends up in 
a pile in Texas while the farmers of Iowa must purchase com¬ 
mercial fertilizers to repeat the cycle again and again. 

Our inability to return the natural resources to the soil 
causes us to mine the most fertile soil, and in the end we will 
find the added commercial fertilizer falls far short of the 
soil’s total needs. This type of production happens all around 
the world every time we ship products outside of local bio¬ 
regions. We must not only recognize the problem, but make 
“living the solution” an everyday habit of all who reside on 
planet Earth. We can make this change if we begin with a 
commitment to our diet. This will be very difficult for some, 
but it’s mandatory for us all if we plan for our children and 
grandchildren to survive. 

Although the future appears bleak, there are actions we can 
take. The sooner we start, the sooner we may reverse the 
existing trends. How we spend our money and select our diet 
are the most important decisions we can make. The future can 
be changed, but only if we start with ourselves.

THE EFFECTS OF MICROWAVE APPARATUS ON FOOD AND HUMANS 


by William P. Kopp 


M icrowave cooking ovens were origi¬ 
nally researched and developed by 
German scientists to support mobile 
operations during the invasion of the 
Soviet Union. Had they perfected 
electronic equipment to prepare meals on a mass scale, 
the Nazis could have eliminated the logistical prob¬ 
lems connected with cooking fuels while producing 
edible products in far less time than they could using 
traditional campfires. 

After the war, the Allies discovered the medical 
research and documentation concerning these appara¬ 
tuses. The papers and experimental microwave equip¬ 
ment were transferred to the U.S. War Department and 
classified for reference and scientific investigation. The 
Soviet Union also retrieved some of the devices and 
began to experiment on them separately.

watts per cubic centimeter per second, to the point 
considered acceptable for sanitary, normal ingestion. 

The observations made by the German and Russian 
microwave researchers will be presented here in three 
categories: cancer-causing effects, destruction of nutri¬ 
tive value and biological effects of direct exposure of 
humans to microwave emissions. 


I. MICROWAVED FOODS CAUSE TUMORS 

The following effects have been observed when foods 
are subjected to microwave emissions. 


The Russians—who have done the most 


Medical research summary 

The most significant German research concerned with 
the biological effects of microwaves was done at the 
Humboldt-Universitat zu Berlin in 1942-43, during 
the Barbarossa military campaign. Beginning in 1957 
and continuing up to the present, Russian studies in 
the field have been conducted at the Institute of Radio 
Technology. 

In most research, the foods were exposed to micro- 
wave propagation at an energy potential of 100 kilo- 


Effects on the foods themselves: 

Meats: Heating prepared meats sufficiently to insure 
sanitary ingestion creates d-nitrosodiethanolamine, a 
well-known cancer-causing agent. 

Proteins : Active-protein, biomolecular compounds 

are destabilized. 

Increase in radioactivity: A 
“binding effect” between 
the microwaved food and 
any atmospheric radioactiv¬ 
ity is created, causing a marked increase in the amount 
of alpha and beta particle saturation in the food. 

Milk and cereals: Cancer-causing agents are created 
in the protein-hydrolysate compounds in milk and 
cereal grains. 

Frozen foods: Microwaves used to thaw frozen foods 
alter the catabolism (breakdown) of the glucoside and 
galactoside elements. 1 

Vegetables : Even extremely brief exposures of raw, 
cooked or frozen vegetables to microwaves alter alka¬ 
loid 2 catabolism. 

Resulting effects on the human body: 

Digestive system : The unstable catabolism of micro-

waved foods alters their elemental food substances, 
causing disorders in the digestive system. 

Lymphatic system: Due to chemical alterations within 
food substances, malfunctions occur in the lymphatic 
system, causing a degeneration of the body’s ability to 
protect itself against certain forms of neoplasties (can¬ 
cerous growths). 

Blood : A higher-than-normal percentage of cancerous 
cells in blood serum (cytomas) can been seen in subjects 
ingesting microwaved foods. 

Their residual magnetism effect can render the 
psychoneural-receptor components of the 
brain more subject to influence by artificially 
induced, microwave-radio-frequency fields from 
transmission stations andTVrelay networks. 

Free radicals: Certain trace-mineral molecular forma¬ 
tions in plant substances—in particular, raw-root vegeta¬ 
bles—form cancer-causing free radicals. 

Increased incidence of stomach and intestinal cancers: A statis¬ 
tically higher percentage of cancerous growths result in 
these organs, plus a generalized breakdown of the peripher¬ 
al cellular tissues and a gradual degeneration of digestive and 
excretory functions. 

2. MICROWAVES REDUCE FOOD VALUE 

Microwave exposure caused significant decreases in 
the nutritive value of all foods studied. The following 
are the most important findings to date. 

Vitamins and minerals made useless: In every food test¬ 
ed, the bioavailability 3 of the following vital nutrients 
decreased: vitamin B complex, vitamins C and E, essen¬ 
tial minerals and lipotropics. 

Vital-energy fields devastated: The vital-energy-field 
content of all tested foods dropped 60 to 90 percent. 

Digestibility of fruits and vegetables reduced: 
Microwaving lowers the metabolic behavior and inte¬ 
gration-process capability of alkaloids, glucosides, alac- 
tosides and nitrilosides. 4 

Meat proteins worthless: It destroys the nutritive value 
of nucleoproteins 5 in meats. 

All foods damaged: It greatly accelerates the structural 
disintegration of all foods tested. 


3. BIOLOGICAL EFFECTS OF MICROWAVES 

Exposure to microwave emissions also has a negative 
effect upon the general biological welfare of humans. 
This was not discovered until the Russians experi¬ 
mented with highly sophisticated equipment and dis¬ 
covered that humans can be adversely affected without 
even ingesting the foods that have been subjected to 
microwave radiation. Merely entering the energy field of 
the food causes such harmful side effects that the Soviets 
outlawed all such microwave apparatus in 1976. 

Here are the effects observed in humans having 
“direct” exposure to microwaves, that is, without their 
having consumed the irradiated food substances— 

Life-energy field breakdown: Persons near microwave 
ovens in operation experience a breakdown in their 
life-energy fields which increases relative to the length 
of exposure. 

Cellular energy decreases: The cellular-voltage parallels 
of individuals using the apparatus degenerate—espe¬ 
cially in their blood and lymphatic serums. 

Destabilized metabolism: The external-energy activated 
potentials of food utilization are both destabilized and 
degenerated. 

Cell damage: Internal cellular-membrane potentials 
during catabolic processes into the blood serum from 
the digestive process degenerate and destabilize. 

Brain circuitry destruction: Electrical impulses in the 
junction potentials of the cerebrum degenerate and 
break down. 

Nervous system: Nerve/electrical circuits degenerate 
and break down while energy-field symmetry is lost in 
the neuro-plexuses (nerve centers) in both the front 
and rear of the central and autonomic nervous systems. 

Loss of bioelectric strength: The bioelectric strengths 
within the ascending reticular 6 activating system (the sys¬ 
tem which controls the function of waking conscious¬ 
ness) go out of balance and lose their proper circuiting. 

Loss of vital energies: Humans, animals and plants 
located within a 500-meter radius of the equipment in 
operation suffer a long-term, cumulative loss of vital 
energies.

In an earlier issue [Nov/ 

Dec 1995] I wrote of a 
“hospital” that was safer 
than and in many ways superior to all others in its ability to 
promote wellness. It was essentially cost-free to operate and 
portable as a deck of cards: a colloidal silver generator. With 
it you can make virtually unlimited amounts of the highest 
quality colloidal silver for the price of water. 

Currently, we the people of the United States are spending 
$3,700 per person per year to treat our diseases—the highest 
amount in the world. Ironically, our health problems are get¬ 
ting worse. Absurd as it sounds, the third leading cause of dis¬ 
ease and death in the United States is now infectious disease. 
These deaths are completely preventable. 

With the simple act of wiring together three 9-volt bat¬ 
teries, something very profound begins to happen: Ordinary 
people are able not only to heal themselves, but find them¬ 
selves endowed with the power to heal others and to protect 
the health of entire communities. These everyday people’s 
newfound power encompasses even the ability to heal animals, 
plants and trees. They are also able to grow more nutritious 
food and to store it for longer periods. 

Losing their dependent patients, the multibillion-dollar, 
managed-care-of-“incurable”-diseases industry and the 
deadly, mutagenic vaccine industry begin to crumble. So 
does the cold-and-flu industry which buys all those prime¬ 
time TV ads.

Don’t expect these cartels to take their losses lying down. 
They will do their best to frighten people away from making 
it themselves, sometimes buying off colloidal-silver manufac¬ 
turers to act as their agents. You can also expect these drug 
companies to aggressively market their own substitute prod¬ 
ucts, just as they pushed antibiotics in the 1940s when col¬ 
loidal silver was first suppressed. 

One of the most effective flimflam ploys involves trotting 
out an “expert” who confirms that the product he or she is 
selling is absolutely essential for your well-being. This 
spokesperson will stress that his/her studies of the competition 
revealed that Brand X will very likely harm you. Actually, 
the expert is used as a shill to usurp your freedom of choice 
and dictate what you should regard as “health” and health- 
promoting practices. 

Similar ploys have been used by colloidal-silver manufac¬ 
turers, resulting in confusion and fear among those most 
interested in using it. We can best avoid manipulation by 
gaining a deeper understanding about different types of col¬ 
loidal silver, production methods, issues of safety and usefulness. 

First some basics. A colloid consists of minute particles that 
float within a liquid despite the pull of gravity. To stay in sus¬ 
pension, these particles must be smaller than 1 micron 
(1/1000 of an inch). When fresh produce is processed through 
a juicer, a colloid results in the form of a glass of juice. 
Drinking fresh juices makes it possible to consume far more 
nutrients than by eating. Because juice is the equivalent of a 
predigested food, the body can process large amounts with 
minimal effort and correspondingly better health results. 

As a colloid sits, the larger particles begin to fall out of sus¬ 
pension and setde to the bottom of the container. To redistribute 
the contents, one usually shakes a bottle of juice before drinking. 

Similarly, with colloidal silver, particles are pulled off a 
pure silver wire emersed in water by applying a low-voltage 
electric current which gives each particle an electric charge. 
Although this charge is long lasting, it is not permanent; daylight, 
magnetic fields and time will cause a silver colloid to lose its 
charge. This is referred to as “falling out” or “plating out.” 1 

Note, while colloidal silver is light sensitive, it is not as 
light sensitive as camera film. Taken to the beach under the 
midday California summer sun, it will oxidize in about 10 
minutes. Indoors, under ambient and artificial light, this 
would take about three days. However, that only means that 
colloidal silver should be stored in tinted or opaque containers. 
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Many colloidal-silver manufacturers claim that if the silver 
particles are “too large,” the resulting brew will be injurious, 
but the truth can be found in many science textbooks. When 
current is applied to silver in solution, the particles that break 
off will always be the same size: 1.26 angstroms (.00001 
microns). 2 This particle is so small that the next stop on the 
road to smallness is the atom itself! 

Colloids are by nature the smallest particles matter can be 
divided into while retaining individual characteristics. 
Reducing a piece of metallic silver to a cloud of microscopic 
particles greatly extends its total surface area—and its healing 
properties—while deepening penetration into the body. 

Because the silver particles are charged, they strive to com¬ 
bine with other elements. Trace elements exist even in distilled 
water, and when the charged silver particles combine with a 
specific trace element, the solution can turn one of a number of 
colors, like gray, yellow, green or brown. The element the silver 
chooses is largely irrelevant: Once in the body, the silver releas¬ 
es its bond in search of stronger attachments in order to stabil¬ 
ize its charge. Therefore, as the silver colloid enters the body, 
the original silver particles (about the size of 15 atoms) quick¬ 
ly pass through the stomach lining and into the blood stream 
where they circulate for about a week before elimination. 

Yellow Colloidal Silver 

Yellow colloidal silver is favored by most manufacturers, not 
because it is more effective than other types, but because it has 
a longer shelf life. This stability in solution does not auto¬ 
matically translate into smaller combined-particle size of the 
silver ion and the trace element. Some trace elements are 
simply more water soluble than others. Either way, particle 
size is a moot point: Freshness and density (parts per million, 
or ppm), not color, determine effectiveness. 3 

A disadvantage of the yellow colloidal silver is its bitter 
taste—unlike the silver-colored one. Also, the yellow solution 
is more difficult to make. When using a 27-volt generator, it 
is helpful to reduce the water volume to shorten the much- 
longer activation time the yellow solution requires. I could 
find no medical evidence that a yellow colloid is more effec¬ 
tive than a silver one. Of course, you can create both for 
yourself and compare their effects. 

To make the yellow solution, use a tall, narrow glass with 6 to 
8 ounces of distilled water. Use no saline solution. The water 
will not gain conductivity as it does when a saline solution is 
added, so the process will take about 45 minutes. It will produce 
a concentration of approximately 10 ppm. Keep an eye on the 
color of your solution, or it will eventually turn murky brown 
and then black. If this happens, just throw it out and start over. 

HowTo Make High-concentration Solutions 

High-concentration solutions cannot be made by simply 
extending the process time. 

As more silver ions travel through the water, the conduc¬ 
tivity increases which begins to alter the process. The result is 
a time limit of about 15 minutes when using distilled water 
plus saline solution at room temperature. 


To create high concentrations of silver, simply heat the 
water. For every 10 degrees that the water rises above room 
temperature (72 degrees), the ppm figure doubles: If 5 ppm 
resulted after seven minutes of activation with 16 ounces of 
water at 72 degrees, 82 degrees would yield 10 ppm, 92 
degrees would deliver 20 ppm, etc. 

You should not boil the water, but you will find plenty of 
leeway between 72 and 212 degrees (boiling). Also, do not use 
a teapot because of its calcified residue. A cleaner pot, like a 
stainless steel, ceramic or glass one used for cooking, will 
work fine. 4 Then pour the warm/hot water into a glass. 

Zero Toxicity 

The body’s ability to process the tiny atoms of colloidal silver 
makes silver build-up in the body impossible. The 
Environmental Protection Agency’s Poison Control Center 
reports a “No Toxicity” listing for colloidal silver. In fact, it 
appears that harmlessness is one of the attributes of the col¬ 
loidal state, regardless of content. For example, examining a 
bottle of colloidal minerals from a local health food store, I 
noticed arsenic, nickel and lead among the 65 trace minerals 
on the ingredients list: If the particles are small enough, you 
can even drink arsenic! 5 

Since the body has a vital need for silver—to maintain the 
immune system and to produce new, healthy cells—and since 
our blood is also a colloid, the harmonious way in which col¬ 
loids enter the body may well make colloidal silver the safest 
medicine on earth. 

Just to prove a point to myself, I made a 16-ounce solution 
of well over 250 ppm and drank it. I repeated this procedure 
four days in a row, daily ingesting at least the equivalent of 50 
16-ounce glasses of a 5-ppm solution! I did not eat yogurt or 
acidophilus or compensate for friendly bacteria loss in any 
way. The only side effect was that I seemed to feel better! 

According to pharmacist Ron Barnes, R.Ph. (Capitol 
Drugs, Los Angeles), this makes sense because: 

Many strains of pathogenic microbes — viruses , fungi , bacte¬ 
ria or any other single-celled pathogen—resistant to other 
a?itibiotics are killed on contact by colloidal silver and are 
unable to mutate. However, it does not harm tissue-cell 
enzymes or fidendly bacteria . 6 

A Rejuvenating Elixir 

My next experiment was a litde different. I cut two flowers in 
the back yard and left one on a shelf without water for 24 
hours. When I picked it up the next day it was completely 
limp. I made a fresh cut at the bottom of the stem and placed 
it in a glass of high-concentrate colloidal silver. Each day it got 
better. By the third day, the stem had become firm again, as if 
it had just been cut. Not a single petal was lost. 



The same flower prior to rejuvenation. 
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I had placed the second flower into ordinary water imme¬ 
diately. By the third day, many of its petals had fallen; though 
it had been in water from the start it was already dying. 

It seems that something in silver is tied to the very core of 
the life process itself. Dr. Robert O. Becker, MD, agrees. 
Writing about his experience with older patients, the noted 
biomedical researcher from Syracuse University and author of 
The Body Electric and Cross Currents said: 

Silver did more than kill disease-causing organisms. It 
promoted major growth of bone and accelerated the healing of 
mjured tissues by over 50 percent. 

He also discovered that silver “profoundly stimulates heal¬ 
ing in skin and other soft tissues in a way unlike any known 
natural process. . .” and that it promotes a new kind of cell 
growth which looks like the cells of children! 

These cells grew fast, producing a diverse and surprising 
assortment of primitive cell forms able to multiply at a great 
rate, then differentiate into the specific cells of an organ or tis¬ 
sue that had been injured, even in patients over 50 years old 7 

A Broad-spectrum Remedy 

The healing properties of silver are so wide ranging that we 
see researchers expressing amazement time and time again. 
Alfred Searle, founder of the pharmaceutical conglomerate, 
wrote in 1919: 

Applying colloidal silver to human subjects has been done 
in a large number of cases with astonishingly successful results. 

For internal administration , orally or hypodermically , it has 
the advantage of being rapidly fatal to parasites without 
toxic action on its host. It is quite stable. It protects rabbits 
from ten times the lethal dose of tetanus or diphtheria toxin. 8 
I received a call from a man with a Ph.D. in computer sci¬ 
ence who had read my original article, made some colloidal 
silver and applied it with a dropper 
to a chronic eye infection. He said 
the infection went away almost 
immediately. In passing he men¬ 
tioned that the solution also got rid 
of the plaque on his teeth. I had 
been wondering what happened to the plaque on my own 
teeth but had not put the two together. 

The power of silver still reigns worldwide in many mod¬ 
ern-day applications: Physicians use silver compounds in 70 
percent of all the burn centers in the United States, while 
British Airways, Swissair, Scandinavian Airlines, Lufthansa, 
Olympic, Air France, Canadian Pacific Airlines, Alitalia, 
KLM, Japan Airlines and Pan Am all rely on silver-process 
water filters to curtail waterborne diseases. NASA uses a silver 
water-purification system on the space shuttle as do the 
Soviets. Japanese firms even remove cyanide and nitric oxide 
from the air with silver. 

So, how do you frighten people away from the safest med¬ 
icine on earth? You tell them that the bogeyman will get 
them. If they’re too sophisticated for that, tell them they will 
get a strange, archaic disease like argyria. Actually, there is no 
record of anyone ever contracting argyria from colloidal silver 
made by the electrolytic method. 9 


silver“profoundly stimulates healing...

(Argyria is a harmless and infrequent cosmetic condition in 
which some body parts take on a slight bluish cast due to the 
presence of chemical compounds of which silver is only a 
component. It did not seem to bother the royal, “blue-blood” 
families of Europe, who stayed healthy through the plagues of 
the Middle Ages by ingesting large amounts of silver.) 

Surviving With Colloidal Silver 

Were I to end up in the midst of a calamity, I would need only 
water to have one of the most powerful medical resources in 
the world at my disposal. (Technically, colloidal silver can be 
made in a variety of common liquids, including beer and 
soup, but I’m not recommending anyone do this in the nor¬ 
mal course of events.) 

In a remarkable clinical trial with 14 elderly patients, Dr. 
Becker inserted a pair of silver electrode wires directly into 
each wound, using the body’s own juices as the liquid solution 
and applying current to the external ends. (The voltage one 
uses is so low it produces no sensation.) With this technique, 
he was able to heal infections inside broken bones—one of the 
hardest types to control—and to mend previously unhealing 
fractures and breaks. 

In some cases he left the silver surgically implanted in the 
body. In others, he sewed the wound up around the protrud¬ 
ing electrode. Once the wound had healed, “The implanted 
silver wire was easily withdrawn from the wound manually 
without the need for surgery or anesthesia.” 

Regarding the ability of metallic silver to control infection, 
he said, “All of the organisms that we tested were sensitive to 
the electrically generated silver ion, including some that were 
resistant to all known antibiotics.” Concerning the safety of 
inserting it into the body, he added: “In no case were any 
undesirable side effects of the silver treatment apparent.” 10 

Under emergency conditons it 
would be good to remember that 
U.S. silver coins from 1964 and 
earlier contain 90 percent silver, 
nine percent copper and one per¬ 
cent zinc, all of which are known 
to have beneficial properties if used in a colloidal state. Just 
scour the coins until they are clean and shiny. (I mention 
this purely as an intellectual consideration and not to recom¬ 
mend that anyone undertake such an action under normal 
conditions. Silver wire is much easier to use.) 

What Doesn’t Colloidal Silver Do? 

It does not interact with any other medications or upset the 
stomach; in fact, it is a digestive aid. It does not sting the eyes. 
Medical-journal reports and documented studies spanning 
the past hundred years indicate no known side effects what¬ 
soever from oral or intravenous administration of colloidal sil¬ 
ver in animal or human testing. It has been used with good 
results under the most demanding health care circumstances. 11 

Without overstating the case, it may be time to recognize 
colloidal silver as not only the safest medicine on Earth, but 
also the most powerful! 
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Notes: 

1. "Plating out” occurs when the metallic particles of a colloid fall out of sus¬ 
pension by either attaching themselves to the sides of the container or sim¬ 
ply settling to the bottom.This creates two problems: First, when the solution 
is ingested, less silver enters the body because some remains attached to the 
container. Second, silver particles entering the body with no electrical charge 
will have more difficulty penetrating the stomach wall and attaching them¬ 
selves to the cells of the body. Many plastic containers store electrical charge 
which can cause plating out,so nonreactive plastic containers,such as hydro¬ 
gen peroxide bottles or tinted glass bottles, should be used instead.

R ecent discoveries prove the existence of high sci¬ 
ence in remote antiquity. From thousands of years 
ago there remains a display of advanced mapping, 
architecture and mathematics that far exceed our 
own. Including such ancient monuments as Stonehenge and 
the pyramids of Giza and Mexico, this discovery is called 
“The Code.” This new information illustrates an irrefutable 
mathematical link between thousands of mystical and sym¬ 
bolic locations.

astronomical numbers and equations but from musical for¬ 
mulas as well. 

“The Code” grid system should not be confused with the 
Earth power grid advanced by Russian scientists and now 
being studied by Bruce Cathie, Beth Hagans and others. 
“The Code’s” exquisite math consists of thousands of 
equations. 

Here are a few: 

Stonehenge is located at exactly 51° 10' 42.35294118" 
north latitude. 51 x 10 x 42.35294118 equals 21,660. The 
ancients must have understood this location; they placed the 
60 original perimeter stones in a circle whose 360 degrees x 
the 60 (stones) also equal 21,600. That Stonehenge was 
used to predict lunar eclipses is well known, but did you 
know that the diameter of the moon is 2,160 miles and that 

each of “The Ages” 1 
lasts 2,160 years due to 
the precession of the 
equinoxes? Observa¬ 
tory Circle in Newark, 
Ohio, supposedly built 
by the Hopewell 
Indians, has a grid 
longitude of 113° 
34 56.2207183”. The 
product of those three 
figures is a number 
exactly 10 times the 
Stonehenge “total”: 
216,000. 

These little equa¬ 
tions might appear to 
be merely neat tricks 
with numbers, but this 
process produces the same result with the Great Pyramid of 
Giza, the Sun and Moon Pyramids in Mexico, many Indian 
burial mounds and a myriad of mystical and symbolic 
locations! 

All the years that we have been asking, “Who built these 
structures and how?” perhaps we should have been asking why 
and especially “Why are they located where they are?” Did a 
prehistoric Santa Claus fly his magical reindeer around the 
entire globe placing pyramids with mathematical precision? 
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As an example of another highly precise relationship rep¬ 
resented by the positioning of such artifacts, consider this: A 
straight line connecting the Pyramid of the Sun in Mexico 
with the Great Pyramid in Egypt measures 7664.670744 
statute miles (verified by the 
U.S. Geological Survey in 
October 1993). That happens 
to be a tangent value (press the 
“TAN” button on any pocket 
calculator) which corresponds exactly to the ratio between pi 
and the Sun Pyramid’s center intersect (C.I.), 2 the division of 
the monument’s latitude. 

In Guatemala, the width of pyramid Number 1 at Tikal 
(24.9015 feet) is an exact match for the circumference of the 
Earth at its equator: 24,901.5 
miles. Similarly, can it be 
coincidental that the angle of 
incline of the Great Pyramid 
(26 degrees, 31 minutes) is 
another tangent—of 67,800, 
precisely the speed (measured 
in miles per hour) at which 
the Earth orbits the sun? 

This global matrix includes 
a pair of famous felines: The 
Panther Mound in Florida has 
a C.I. of 30 pi. That other cele¬ 
brated cat, the Sphinx at Giza, 
faces an azimuth 3 of the same 
number, 30 pi. Incidentally, 
the Sphinx was recently redated to at least 6,000 BC. 

More Coincidences and Accidents? 

Who designed this master plan, and who did they expect to 
read it—some future race like us, or their own astronauts? 
Dare we consider that they might have been (perish the 
thought) extraterrestrials? Munck does not necessarily agree 
with me about this possibility; he leans toward Atlanteans as 
the architects and builders. So, let’s look at the planet closest 
to us and see what we can find. 

When the National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) photographed pyramids and a giant face on Mars, 
their scientists unfortunately dismissed the possibility of intel¬ 
ligent life existing on other worlds. They concluded that 
these odd formations were natural, having been carved by 
Martian winds over the course of thousands of years. Yet, 
using the principles of “The Code,” the longitude of the face 
on Mars is revealed to duplicate the distance from that plan¬ 
et to Earth at their closest approach. 

By “coincidence,” the Cholula pyramid in Mexico also 
looks like a giant face, and its C.I. is 13.15—the same value as 
the angle from the center of the face on Mars to the Mars 
pyramid’s prime meridian. 

How did NASAjs “winds” know to place the well-propor¬ 
tioned face and square-cornered pyramid they were carving at 
a north latitude of precisely 19.5 degrees, the key number dis¬ 


covered by Richard Hoagland in his more-than- 10-year study 
of a new physics (inspired by the arrangement of these Martian 
artifacts)? Those must have been some very intelligent winds! 
Other areas to research include Marcahuasi, Teotihuacan, 

La Venta Cahokia, Serpent 
Mound, White Mountain (New 
Hampshire) and an abundance 
of other special places. I asked 
Munck in particular about the 
mysterious Nazca lines in Peru that I have been studying, 
but so far he has been unable to obtain the maps. 

The implications of this data are staggering: The 
proof of the galactic origins of humankind may be right here 
on Earth. The thousands of pyramids, Indian mounds and 

other intriguing locations 
that “talk” to each other 
mathematically make it 
ludicrous to dismiss their 
connections as accidental. 

I urge any skeptics suspi¬ 
cious of coincidences in 
numbers or doubtful that 
the ancients could have 
been global architects 
despite their vast knowl¬ 
edge of the stars: Obtain 
“The Code” and read it. 
Then work the math for 
yourself. The most signifi¬ 
cant aspect of “The Code” 
is that, due to continental drift, its factors have reached their 
noted relationships in our own times. 

To evolve spiritually we must realize our true past. 
Whatever the eventual explanation for these extraordinary 
relationships may be, they cannot help but improve our 
understanding of what happened on our planet thousands of 
years ago. Maybe then we will be able to nurture a more 
positive future from these seeds of truth.

History and Background

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An even greater puzzle is how doctors in the can¬ 
cer-research machine have overlooked and largely 
ignored such an important avenue of investigation. 
That is strange behavior for an industry renowned for 
exploring every avenue and leaving no stone 
unturned. How paradoxical that cold, scientific ana¬ 
lysts should deem such occurrences “acts of God.” 
Yet, this most important event, that can lead to the 
healing of cancer, AIDS and other ailments, has been 
categorized as a miracle and so left unstudied. Once 
understood, the mechanics of this event led to new 
methods of disease evaluation and elimination. 

Induced remission therapy (IRT) was born from 
an intensive study of these events. I entered this field 
of research not for fame nor glory; not even out of 
interest or curiosity, but from a desperate need to 
help my dying father. Unfortunately, the answers 
and the maturity needed to accept them would elude 
me for several years. 

The Early Years 

Cancer was a formidable foe, yet the occa¬ 
sional healing independent of therapy sug¬ 
gested that it was one that could be beaten. 
Publications spoke of the possible awaken¬ 
ing of a dormant immune system as being 
the curative event. Therefore, the answer 
had to lie in immunology, but, in years of 
application, immunotherapy (vaccinesand 
other methods of immunostimuladon) had 
repeatedly failed. One of the main reasons 
for this failure was found in the biological 
law of threshold inhibition. This refers to the sup¬ 
pression of immunological response when disease 
mass reaches a certain size. Unfortunately, by the 
time cancer is diagnosed it almost always has a mass 
that invokes threshold inhibition. Of what use then, 
is stimulating an immune system that refuses to be 
activated? 

The answers that occurred to me were to search 
for a part of the immune system that refused to be 
inhibited or for an entirely new immune system. The 
observation of organ and organism resistance led to 
my first publication at age 19 and presentation to 
the Clinical Oncology Society of Australia. The logic 
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of using immune responses from organs and ani¬ 
mals resistant to certain diseases and not easily inhib¬ 
ited was supported by the various, associated, cancer- 
research centers and more importantly by clinical 
results years later. 


Understanding this 
concept is simple: The 
use of resistant immune 
systems dates back 
more than a hundred 
years to when our med¬ 
ical ancestors, lacking 
antibiotics and other 
effective pharmaceu¬ 
ticals, would employ 
resistant horse serum 
to treat diseases as var¬ 
ied as polio, pneumo¬ 
nia, smallpox, etc. If the 
use of resistant animal 
serums was often cura¬ 
tive in the plagues of 
yesteryear, why not 
employ them to treat 
mankind’s greatest plague of today, AIDS? 

The IRT protocol for the disease employs 
purified serums from resistant sources (such ashors- 
es and other animals that cannot be infected by the 
AIDS virus) aswell as resistant transfer factors (small 
molecules that confer resistant abilities to the 
patient). This pure, nontoxic therapy has led to dra¬ 
matic results and hope where none previously exist¬ 
ed. The treatment is aimed not only at HIV but also at 
related infections and consequences of AIDS (pneu- 
mocysds, Karposi’s sarcoma, etc. 

Delayed Miracle 

An AIDS patient from Washington, D.C., was suffer¬ 
ing from extreme fatigue, pneumocystis pneumonia 
and had aT4 cell count of just 189. His polymerase' 
chain reaction (PGR) virus level measured 88,000. 
Following two days of treatment he was much 
improved clinically and hoping to witness a miracle. 

He repeated the analyses at this point and was dis¬ 
tressed to find that his T4 cells had dropped to 126 and

PCR had soared to 178,000, almost double the initial 
level. It was explained to him that this is common in 
the first few days of treatment; infected T cells are 
destroyed, releasing virus into the bloodstream with 
a temporary increase in PCR levels. 

Repeating the blood test one week later demon¬ 
strated a rise in T4 levels to 989 while PCR had fallen 

to 630. His full-blown 
AIDS was in remission. 
His miracle was deliv¬ 
ered—a week later than 
he had expected. 

Many other cases 
have demonstrated dra¬ 
matic improvement 
within days to weeks. It 
proved almost impossi¬ 
ble to achieve similarly 
dramatic responses with 
cancer, however, using 
only antiserums. Raising 
an animal’s immune 
response against cancer 
cells resulted in serums 
which would often destroy normal cells as well. The 
answer to this riddle lay in the cancer paradox, which 
we will discuss in a future article. 

Cancer Therapy 

Spontaneous remission always seemed to occur after 
some form of infection which apparently had specific 
affinity for cancer cells. I reasoned that infections 
must exist which affect cancer cells almost exclusive¬ 
ly. There are organisms which specifically infect the 
lungs or the liver, for example, so why should the 
same not exist for cancer? I christened the organisms 
which specifically infect and destroy cancer tissue 
nemesis organisms. 

In my search for infections with high affinity for 
cancer cells, I was surprised by their sheer number. It 
also soon became evident that all tumors, even those 
apparently sterile, carry nests of organisms within 
them. The explanation for this phenomenon also lay 
in the cancer paradox. 
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Use of dead bacterial or other microorganism 
fractions with high cancer affinity can mark the can¬ 
cer antigenically, 2 drawing massive, local, immune 
activity that destroys the tagged cells. Plate 1, on 
page 42, shows a cancer biopsy: 3 In its original form 
it attracts nonsignificant immune response. Once co¬ 
cultured with a fungus having high cancer affinity, 
however (as pictured), it can be seen that the cancer 
is now heavily marked by fungal filaments. These 
make it highly visible and 
attractive to the immune sys¬ 
tem. These crude filaments 
can be purified to yield 
efficient, safe, tagging com¬ 
plexes. 

Plate 2, on page 42, 
demonstrates intranuclear 
lesions suggesting that tag¬ 
ging may be carried out at 
the genetic level to remove 
specific cancer genes. This 
leukemia cell would then 
yield relatively normal off¬ 
spring. Since any cell can be 
specifically targeted, the implications are 
obvious for all diseases, including genetic, 
inherited ones. 

Mark any target with extracts of an 
antigenic or curable disease such as a bac¬ 
terial infection, and the immune system 
will remove the target. A library of tagging 
complexes provides an army of “magic 
bullets” to target and destroy disease. 

The commonest tagging complex 
used by IRT is that of the staphylococcus; 
dead bacterial extracts are much like vac¬ 
cines used today for allergies, but distin¬ 
guished by their affinity for cancer cells. 

Anticipation/Dynamic Flow Therapy 

Cynthia, a patient suffering from breast cancer with 
lung metastases, demonstrated clearly one short¬ 
coming of the above system. She had responded 
beautifully to therapy, and her cancer had largely dis¬ 
appeared within five weeks of treatment.

3) Resolution of lesion following 
four weeks of treatment. 
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We were both horrified when the cancer relapsed 
several months later and would not respond to the 
initial therapy. She required bypass surgery for a liver 
obstruction and was given a prognosis of a few short 
weeks to live. 
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Evaluation of the can¬ 
cer cells revealed that 
they had changed 
and could no longer 
be tagged by the pri¬ 
mary vaccine. This 
clearly demonstrated 
a failure in my cancer 
therapy model to that 
point. Using a static 
model in evaluating 
disease is a common 
mistake: employing a 
therapy based on the 
first presentation of 
the disease, then 
standing by helplessly 
when it mutates or 
develops resistance. 

A model of dynamic flow and anticipation, 
however, allows the physician to predict changes in 
the evolution of the disease in its normal progress or 
following treatment. Whatever the modality, one can 
predict the changes and vaccinate (or develop other 
therapy) against them before they arise. This process 
also permits one to rally powerful immune respons¬ 
es against a manifestation of disease not yet in the 
patient’s body, with the advantage that they will not be 
inhibited by threshold phenomena. 

Anticipation allows the body to prepare for “the 
next wave” and destroy it cell by cell as it arises. 
Happily, this technology was applied to Cynthia, and 
she is alive and well today. 


Crossing the Threshold: An Example 

Immunotherapy for breast cancer is usually based on 
the preparation ofvaccines from a biopsy taken prior 
to any therapy, so it is static. 
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Chemotherapy and radiation therapy are then 
undertaken to shrink the bulk of the tumor and thus 
relieve the body of its threshold inhibition. However, 
these treatments radically alter the disease structure 
and cause mutations that that bear little antigenic 
resemblance to the initial biopsy. That is, the vac¬ 
cine made from the initial biopsy no longer bears any 
significant relationship to the new manifestation of 
the disease and will therefore fail. 

Yet, use of the vaccine prior to “debulking” ther¬ 
apy (surgery, radiation, chemotherapy, etc.) is also 
doomed, since without debulking, the tumor causes 
threshold inhibition which prevents the immune 
system from “waking up” and uti¬ 
lizing the vaccine. 

This seemingly insoluble 
Catch-22 is resolved by the pro¬ 
cesses of dynamic anticipation and 
tagging. Anticipating what changes 
will be induced by the therapy 
allows the practitioner to generate 
vaccines and other treatments 
against the resistant forms prior to 
initiating debulking therapy. We 
vaccinate against forms of disease 
that we anticipate will arise from 
the chemo- or radiotherapy, etc. 

Prior to the debulking therapy 
these forms do not exist in 
significant quantities in the body, 
so at this point vaccines adminis¬ 
tered in anticipation of those changes will avoid the 
problem of threshold resistance, and a powerful 
immune response may be induced. 

Following two to three weeks of vaccination, 
debulking therapy may be initiated; as the resistant 
forms of the disease arise, each new, tagged cell will 
be met by a hungry immune system roused to elimi¬ 
nate it before it was even born. 

We can clearly see the benefits of dynamic and 
anticipatory versus static models in immunotherapy. 
The same applies for all other modalities of treat¬ 
ment. 

Therefore, the main structure ofIRT rests on the 
phenomena of resistance, tagging and anticipation. 


1) Breast cancer and 
fluid in left lung.

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The serums and vaccines can be prepared from stock 
or autogenously 4 from patient samples. Application 
can be made to virtually every disease condition. 

Preliminary investigation indicates that it is even 
possible to vaccinate against the diseases of old age 
and to reverse them and even the process of aging 
itself. I will present more on this and explain the can¬ 
cer paradox in the next issue. Some examples of the 
efficacy of IRT in cancer are demonstrated by the 
preceeding photos.

NATIONAL SECURITY'

In our Nov/Dec issue, we began an inteiwiew with former NATO 
intelligence analyst Robert Dean, who has broken his national secu¬ 
rity oath repeatedly to tell his story of the government's behind-the- 
scenes battle to hide technological breakthroughs and discoveries. 
Dean ’s Cosmic Top Secret (CTS) clearance at NATO gave him the 
opportunity to read the “Assessment,” a highly sennet report com¬ 
missioned by the U.S. Army in the 1960s to determine whether the 
extreme volume of UFO activity posed a military threat to the 
nation. 1 The importance of what Dean has had access to and seen 
cannot be stressed enough. Currently, he is working with a team of

Koppang: History shows that it’s unlikely the government will 
reverse policy on directly exhibiting crashed saucer remains, etc. (if 
any do exist).

Dean: In itself, that is unconstitutional—besides, who’s cutting 
back?

Having had a CTS clearance in NATO, how do you feel we can 
reconcile the intelligence community’s exclusive “need to know” 
with the public’s right to share in that transcendental knowledge? 
Dean: You’ve got another thing to consider here. You talk 
about the intelligence community. It isn’t a solid bloc. The 
“intel” agencies feed on each other continually. The big fuss is 
turf and money.

There has been a difference of opinion within 
the intel communities for at least the last 2 5 years on this sub¬ 


ject: Should we let it out? Should the American people be told 
the truth, yes or no? This has gone back and forth heatedly 
within the communities themselves. CIA fusses with NSA 
[National Security Agency], NSA fusses with DIA [Defense 
Intelligence Agency]; it’s turf, it’s money and it’s power. 

At the moment, the decision has still been, to my knowl¬ 
edge, “No, we can’t let them know.” There are indications 
that maybe, at some level, a policy decision has been to slowly, 
gently, in a nonthreatening way let some of this reality out— 
these leaked documents, the fact that some big mouth like me 
is violating his oath and getting away with it. I’ve thrown the 
gauntlet down and demanded they come and sue me, take my 
pension away, put me in Fort Leavenworth, and they haven’t. 
I said, “Look guys, if you do, I can subpoena witnesses, I can 
subpoena documents that I happen to know exist. We’ll have a 
helluva nice case. We’ll make a real donnybrook 2 out of this!” 

Well, I’m still getting away with what I’m doing. How 
effective I am, I don’t know. There does seem to be a gentle 
trickle of classified info, either being leaked or allowed to be 
talked about, indicating to me that somebody wants it done. 

Koppang: And such leaked material—apparently bona fide docu¬ 
ments or hoaxed to appear authentic—cannot be seen to reflect a con¬ 
sensus on the part of the intel agencies? 

Dean: Exactly. They’ve been arguing amongst themselves for 
so long you can’t consider them a bloc, debating, “Should we or 
should we not allow the ‘profane’ to access some of this info?” 

Koppang: For many reasons, technological and perceptual, a “glob¬ 
al mind change” is occurring! Throughout history, such changes in 
the collective mind ofsociety create fundamental change. In our most 
recent times (the last 400 years), social and governmental change 
can happen when the citizens recall that, no matter how powerful 
the economic, political or even military institutions seem, they pe?~- 
sist only because the perceptions of “We, the people” grant them legit¬ 
imacy!

Dean: I would not like to think the “Assessment,” a three-year 
study, reflected the very finest piece of work that could be 
done of that subject. I hope that in our own government, at 
certain levels, much more thorough research programs have 
been conducted. I learned, after leaving SHAPE/NATO in 
1967, that the conclusions of the “Assessment” had been known 
essentially as early as 1948 or ’49 by our government, at least by 
the Air Force, after the crash at Roswell [New Mexico]. And 
Roswell was the tip of an iceberg. I know of at least a dozen 
crash retrievals involving bodies and survivors besides Roswell. 

Our government knew in 1949 essentially the same thing 
that SHAPE published in 1964, but they kept it at the high¬ 
est-level classification, didn’t share it with anybody, didn’t 
share it with our NATO allies. That’s why the Air Marshall 
and General Lymon Lemnitzer had to conduct the 
“Assessment” in house, from 1961 to ’64. They could get 
nothing from London and Washington on the subject. We 
knew some of these things that early! 

I hope a thorough evaluation of [the E.T. presence] has 
been done and will be shared with the American people by 
their government. I’ve talked to people on the inside who say 
amazing studies have been conducted not only in laboratories, 
not only in research, not only in hard science, but amazing 
things have been learned psychologically about the human 
condition, the human potential. 

Do you know there is an entire operation going on at Los 
Alamos involving “remote viewing”? And it works. We’ve 
got people who are trained, who can go into a darkened 
room, spend a few hours and return to tell what went on yes¬ 
terday or this morning in Moscow, in the Kremlin—without 
physically going there. 

We have developed techniques and technologies—knowl¬ 
edge processes—over the years that literally revolutionized 
old, traditional ideas of Einstein/Newtonian physics. We’ve 
learned in the science labs that the speed of light is not the 
ultimate, e.g., there are quantum particles . 3 How can you tell 
“the people” we’ve learned that minute subatomic particles 
appear to manifest intelligence? The UFO matter is simply 
the tiny, tiny tip of an iceberg which is so enormous that 
when the truth comes out, it’s going to change the whole 
world. 

A lot of government scientists and a number of govern¬ 
ment and military planners know these things. That’s why 
many of them say, “Hell, no, we’re never gonna let that out. 
The 'people’ will never be prepared for that.” 

Roughly 12 years ago—and I’ve heard from a number of 
independent sources—they did indeed pull off a sustained, 
controlled fusion reaction at Los Alamos, using lasers. 4 In 
itself, this little piece of scientific knowledge can blow the 
world up in terms of global economics. Fusion means endless 


cheap power. Think what it could do to the oil companies, 
auto industry, steel industry and world economy! 

Now, I’m making a point here: I understand why that kind 
of knowledge must be released carefully, shared carefully, or 
the whole damn house of cards is going to fall around us. We 
[could] have massive world economic collapse, starvation, 
riots, blood in the streets, etc. So I understand something that 
sensitive won’t be released tomorrow. It’s going to be released 
gendy and carefully through the process of technology, prob¬ 
ably over the next 30 to 50 years. 

Koppang: How about the implications of E.T: waft maneuverabil¬ 
ity, what some refer to as “free energy, ” a self-contained gravitation- 
field propulsion system, powered by some unlimited energy source? 
Dean: There’s a lot more to it. First of all, there was a crash at 
Kingman, Arizona (about 1972), where we retrieved some bodies 
and hardware. The hardware was in pretty good shape. Do you 
know what the biggest damn secret of all was? They could not find 
a propulsion system in that ship! They could not find a motor. 

What made it fly; what caused it to crash; how was it pro¬ 
pelled; how was it controlled? To my knowledge, they never 
did find out. Maybe they have. There have been a total of 12 
[crashes] that I’m aware of. 

Koppang: How many crashes were mentioned in the “ Assessment”? 
Dean: Not too many. The “Assessment” was a military study 
conducted with a specific purpose, for a specific time, to 
reach a specific goal. [In] 36 months of work, they deter¬ 
mined that, no, there apparently was no threat. The technol¬ 
ogy, demonstrated so repeatedly, was so far beyond anything 
we or the Russians had that, had “they”—at that point no one 
had any idea who “they” were—been hostile, it would’ve 
been over a long time ago. 

[The “Assessment” recommended] that ongoing research 
be continued on the subject. 

Koppang: Did it mention Roswell? 

Dean: No. It only mentioned things they had access to. Like 
the case of Operation Mainbrace, a NATO fleet exercise 
which took place in the North Sea in the late ’50s or early 
’60s. What happened was that a couple of UFOs flew over the 
fleet exercise, hovered over the aircraft carrier and brought 
the fleet to a screeching halt. Now, photos were taken and 
hundreds of men on the ships saw the UFOs. [The 
“Assessment” contained] photos of the Mainbrace sightings, 
pictures taken aboard the aircraft carrier of the object hover¬ 
ing a couple hundred feet above the flight deck. 

Koppang: Public acceptance of an E.T. presence translates into a 
major step towards completing a “phase transition ” in public con¬ 
sciousness and in foreign relations. What is your opinion regarding 
top-level movements in this direction, particularly from the U.N.? 
Dean: I think there’s a fairly decent chance the U.N. may do 
something positive on this subject. I talked to people who 
know Mrs. Boutros-Ghali; 5 I’ve talked to Muhammad 
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Ramadan, 6 and his interest in it is pretty intense. Mrs. Boutros- 
Ghali apparently is quite involved and interested, though I 
don’t know how much her husband is. I think there is a move¬ 
ment in the U.N. to open up to the reality and do it on the 
floor of the U.N. Perhaps that is where it should be done. 

I do believe if this whole issue ever comes out the way I’d 
like to see it come out, that a multinational, interdenomina¬ 
tional program is probably necessary, rather than a unilateral 
U.S. piece of info. I think this reality should involve every 
major religion. The Dalai Lama should be [involved]. This 
reality is gonna have an impact that’s going to affect the 
world, so it’s got to be international and interdenominational 
in its release. Everybody on this planet has got to look at this 
and not consider it a threat. 

Koppang: At the end of World War II, America entered an ahis- 
torical era 1 in which our previous historical landmarks, war for 
instance, no longer dictate the national will. Without a national will 
of distinct purpose, the government runs free towards imperialistic 
profiteering. As a result, authority loses its grounding, leaving the 
national will in a stagnant limbo. 

The Apollo moon program and exploration of space should have 
filled this need, but they are going nowhere. The budgetary crisis is 
grounding them. Comments? 

Dean: That’s why we are reaching this crucial moment in 
“history,” I suspect. This may be a given in the universe, on 
hundreds of thousands of worlds, where intelligent species 
reach this crucial moment, as we have reached it. 

We’ve got thermonuclear weapons, biological weapons, 
particle-beam weapons, psychotronic weapons. We can’t con¬ 
tinue to live the way we have any longer. Now, if we don’t 
make this adjustment, this coming to terms with who we are, 
why we’re here, how we came to be here and where we’re 
supposedly going, then we’re going down into the abyss. It’ll 
be the end of this species. It’ll be one little footnote in the 
great galactic book: “Well, those people on the third planet in 
the little system didn’t make it. They self-destructed.” I think 
that’s probably happened thousands and thousands of times. 

I believe we’re at that point where we either have to make 
it and get off the planet, go out and take our place in space 
with other intelligences out there, or we’re going to self- 
destruct. And those intelligences out there are not about to let 
us come “out there” with our [war-making] baggage. They’re 
going to keep us quarantined here until we self-destruct, or 
until we do come to terms with this new reality, this paradigm 
shift, as painful as it’s going to be. And with hope, we’ll step 
out into that vast community. 

To me it’s clear as it can be, but I don’t know how to get 
this info out to the masses of people. A few others in this 
[effort] and I are trying as best we can, in our limited way, to 
do it. But we’re at a crucial moment in our history as a species 
and as a race! 

Koppang: In your discussion with these think-tank and philanthropic 
representatives (e.g. B.S. Wright Foundation, CSETI, Arlington Insti¬ 
tute, Laurence Rockefeller, et al.) have such considerations been made? 8 


Dean: Oh, yes. They’ve come to similar conclusions, [but] they’re 
at a loss, as many of us are, as to how they can bring [their] con¬ 
clusions to the attention of the lawmakers, to those who make 
the rules and are the centers of power. That’s why I’d like to 
see this done through the U.N., but I’m not sure it’s possible, 
because the United States sits with its big thumb poised over 
the U.N. Any time the U.N. comes up with an issue the United 
States dislikes, they cut off funding—close to 60 to 65 percent 
of U.N. budgets—for years! Big money talks. 

It’s like what happened in the European Community [EC] 
Parliament not long ago. This was brought up, to make an 
issue of the UFO/alien involvement and establish a program 
of research in that body to deal with it. Guess who withdrew 
their support for that issue? We’re [the U.S.] not even a 
member of the EC, and we shot it down. 

Koppang: Oh, you mean the “European UFO Observation Center ” 
proposal by EC parliamentarian and physicist Tullio Regge. He was 
commissioned to prepare an official report on E. T. intelligence for the 
EC Parliament Committee on Energy, Research & Technology. 
Dean: And the U.S. somehow brought pressure to bear (via 
member nations) and stopped it. 

Koppang: Based on your personal experience with and investigation 
of these “keepers of truth, ” how do you feel about those who believe 
they “know, ” or possibly even do know, the true history of the 
terra/lunar origin—including a possible E. T. presence? 

Dean: You have asked many questions I have been giving a lot of 
thought to. Perhaps I’m focusing my anger and my rage in the 
wrong direction. [Perhaps] our government is not really that 
much in control and has never been. Like Disraeli 9 said a few 
times, people never quite understood that if the average person 
knew what real power and intelligences were behind the opera¬ 
tions [of] national governments, they’d be shocked. Now, 
precisely what he referred to, I don’t know. I’ve often suspect¬ 
ed he was referring to the same thing Charles Fort 10 referred 
to and what William Bramley 11 refers to. What if—I throw this 
out as a possibility to you, and I don’t have an answer for you— 
what if “the gardeners” of this little plot, the “landowners,” the 
“landlords” (as the Carpenter from Galilee referred to them in 
some of his parables) are out there? What if the Koran is true? 
What if the Bible is true? What if the Bhagavad-Gita is true? 
What if all our so-called governments and our wars and our 
bloodshed and our savagery and the terrible history of the 
human race have not been at all what we might suspect? 

We are indeed products and part of a vast, intricate long-term 
biological/sociological experiment. We have now reached a 
point where we can blow up the “laboratory,” where we can 
eliminate all of the “trained mice,” where the lab-experimenter, 
technician and director are now going to intervene . . . 

I throw that out [to stimulate thought]. 

Koppang: Mention the book you've found so helpful in this area, 
and which substantiates Sitchin's work. 

Dean: The Genius of the Few , by Christian O’Brien, 1985, 
published in Britain. 12 It’s a masterpiece! It goes even further 
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than Sitchin. O’Brien is a Sumerian 
scholar of incredible capability and cre¬ 
dentials. He translates a series of 
cuneiform tablets dealing with the 
establishment of the first research center 
at Kharsag, Lebanon, on Mt. Hermon 
where the first “landing” apparently 
took place. There are historical records 
to prove that the Anunnaki—the first 
time they arrived—landed on Mt. 
Hermon, Lebanon, and they indeed had 
a hand in constructing that inexplicable 
thing we’ve got there called Ba’albek 
terrace (built with 200-ton stones). 

As a student of history and theology, 
I’ve always been shocked by the similar¬ 
ities of passages in the Koran, the Bible 
and the Gita. This is not just a coinci¬ 
dence. You talk about synchronicity; it 
all strikes me as a part of a vast, intricate, 
intelligent plan. And when we come to 
this world, when we incarnate for our 
little prancing time on the stage, as 
Shakespeare liked to say, we’re all play¬ 
ers playing our roles. We come out of 
the wings, we prance across the stage, 
we rehearse and say our lines and [exit] 
as our time is over. The human life 
experience is just a dribble of time. 

What if we’re part of an incredibly 
vast, planned, purposeful, intelligent 
program of some kind? 

Koppang: Creation , by any other name! 
Dean: Where will you go with these 
ideas? And I’m not restricted by any 
preconceived ideas. I don’t have an 
awful lot to unlearn. We discussed earli¬ 
er the [respectably educated] people 
with all of the knowledge; they can’t 
possibly begin to gain any true knowl¬ 
edge until they unlearn all the crap they 
learned before! I’m fortunately not crip¬ 
pled in that way, because I don’t have a 
lot of letters behind my name. 

Koppang: So , we can be true scientists! 
Dean: You bet! I’m not what you’d call a 
scholar. I’m just a nosey, curious person 
who asks a lot of questions.

I n 1749, like Atlantis rising from the 
ocean, European philosophers and 
scientists like Kant, Descartes, 
Locke, Newton, de Montesquieu, 
Voltaire and Rousseau were explod¬ 
ing establishment thought with brilliant 
flashes of consciousness. Kant declared 
“Dare to Know” to be the motto of the 
period, known historically as “the 
Enlightenment.” Now, rather than 
blindly accepting the dogma of the 
church, people began to unlock the laws 
of nature and the universe for them¬ 
selves. Individuals sought to know and 
understand God through their own fac¬ 
ulties, rather than through abstractions 
or blind faith. This powerful wave of 
accelerated spiritual awakening set the 
stage for the American and French rev¬ 
olutions and the birth of the United 
States. 

In that same year, in the dark abyss of 
deep space, slowly orbiting Pluto, the 
outermost planet, entered Sagittarius. 
Reflecting the most penetrating power 
for transformation within human con¬ 
sciousness, Pluto is the conduit between 
our solar system and the rest of the uni¬ 
verse. Pluto in “Sag” brings to mind the 
New Hampshire state motto, tattooed 
on many hearts and body parts, “Live 
Free or Die.”

The Revolutionary Planet 

Approximately half way between the 
Sun and Pluto, unconventional Uranus, 
the seventh planet, spins sideways 
in relation to the other planets. Rul¬ 
ing the revolutionary urge for the free¬ 
dom and integrity of the human spirit— 
as well as Earth changes, surprises 



and uprisings— 

Uranus, which 
means heaven, 
represents the in¬ 
ventive, brilliant, 
spontaneous and ere 
ative sparkle of the 
eternal Now. In 1749, 

Uranus “the awakener” 
returned home to the radiant 
air of Aquarius. 

On January 11, 1996, after three 84- 
year orbits, Uranus once again entered 
Aquarius, the 11th sign it rules, where it 
will reign for seven years of accelerated 
evolution until March of 2003. 

These two major planetary shifts 
now synchronize with an exalted meta¬ 
morphosis in human consciousness. A 
new alchemy permeates the unconscious 
ethers and charges the air with surprise 
and promise—a lighter, brighter, more 
creative, innovative, spontaneous and 
illuminated energy—carrying the 
potential for quantum leaps in our lives 
and bold and enlightened ideas for gov¬ 
erning ourselves.

Jefferson helped draft 
the Bill of Rights. 

Many people speak of the violet 
flame of Saint Germaine’s enlightened 
spiritual vibration manifesting at this 
time, either in the incarnation of certain 
personages of the founding fathers or 
throughout the consciousness of this 
period. Infused within most of the 
thought, actions and documents sur¬ 
rounding the formation of America was 
a theme of spiritual revolution that is 
thoroughly analogous with our present 
circumstances.

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these are Life , Liberty and the pur¬ 
suit of Happiness. That to secure these 
rights , Governments are instituted 
among Men , deriving their just pow¬ 
ers from the consent of the governed , 
That whenever any Form of 
Government becomes destructive of 
these ends , it is the Right of the People 
to alter or to abolish it; and to insti¬ 
tute new Government , laying its 
foundation on such principles , #726? 
organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect 
their Safety and Happiness. . . when 
a long train of abuses and usurpations 
pursuing invariably the same Object 
evinces a design to reduce them under 
absolute Despotism , it is their right , it 
is their duty , to throw off such 
Government. . . And for the support 
of this Declaration , with a firm 
reliance on the Protection of divine 
Providence , we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives , oz/r Fortunes 
and our sacred Honor. 

This same revolutionary spirit is des¬ 
tined to reincarnate as this cycle reoc¬ 
curs on a stage of far more complex 
political circumstances under similar, 
yet intensified spiritual and astrological 
influences. The time is dawning for top- 
to-bottom revision and rebirth in 
America. The O.J. travesty was a plane¬ 
tary demonstration of how far our crim¬ 
inal justice system has departed from its 
sacred roots. Ben and Tom never 
intended for you and me to need a 
dozen $500-an-hour liars (oops, I mean 
lawyers) to defend ourselves against the 
unlimited resources of the state. The 
shutdown of the federal government 
coming precisely when Jupiter 
(expansion) squared Saturn 
(contraction) is demon¬ 
strating how the mon¬ 
ster we have created 
from our divine foun¬ 
dations has grown out 
of control and is work¬ 
ing against itself at 
cross purposes. Do we 
really need a two-million- 
person bureaucracy with a 
$1.5 trillion dollar annual budget 
operating with a $5 trillion debt for self- 
government? You couldn’t even count 
to five billion in your life if you started 


right now! Is this a budget even worthy 
of balancing? Or do we need to get real 
and start with a clean sheet of paper? 

With Pluto in Scorpio from 1984 to 
1995, we dredged the depths and scaled 
the heights of terrestrial experience. 
Now, passionate Pluto in the sign of 
heavenly fire, Sagittarius, arouses the 
archetype of the phoenix, the Egyptian 
Bennu bird reborn from its own ashes, a 
classic symbol of immortality. With 
Pluto in Scorpio, we transformed from 
our darker urges; in Sagittarius our 
metamorphosis will now be engendered 
from our light surges. 

Pluto and Uranus are the planetary 
archetypes within us for magic—that 
resonance capable of transmuting space- 
time reality into a radical shift in the 
collective consciousness. Over the next 
two years they connect in a harmonious 
s'extile relationship from Sagittarius to 
Aquarius, opening a flashpoint portal 
for quantum developmental growth. 
From the acceleration of the Sagittarian, 
Capricornian and Aquarian New Moon 
planetary alignments over the winter, the 
Aquarian gateway has now opened, and 
the torch of a true new age has ignited. 
Henceforth, a powerful elevation from 
the darker depths of our human nature 
into the buoyant light of our divine 
dimensions promises to permeate the 
mass consciousness, manifesting in a 
quickening of awakening and spiritual 
revolution. The voltage in the cosmic 
circuitry is heating up from 110 to 220. 
The universe is percolating the alchem¬ 
ical ingredients opening the opportuni¬ 
ty for the total metamorphous of human 
consciousness to its greatest heights, 
fullest compassion and finest 
glory—as we face our 
toughest challenges.

I have called this 
process and phase in 
human history, The 
Grand Catharsis , also 
the title of my new 
book. Call it a para¬ 
digm shift, the Aquarian

polarity of this planet is chang¬ 
ing. Just as a back has a front and yin 
has its yang, there is also a dark side to 
this shift, as one order and way of life 


gives way to another. The birthing 
process is usually painful and can have 
complications. The years spanning the 
entrance into the Third Millennium will 
be a wild, polarizing scenario of amaz¬ 
ing innovation, unprecedented awaken¬ 
ing, powerful reaction and catastrophic 
cataclysm. At this intense peak in Earth 
civilization, what crashes into ashes and 
rises from the remains will co-create a 
world of renewal and magnificence 
from the beauty of our hearts, the 
genius of our minds and the divinity of 
our spirits. 

Most people I speak with are sick 
and tired of the massive amounts of 
money collected on the fruits of their 
labors through a complex, fear-based, 
taxation structure with little voice in 
how their hard-earned money is spent. 
A recent CNN poll found two-thirds 
of Americans saying their views don’t 
fit into either political party, and that 
they would like a third alternative. 

The First, Aquarian-Age, American 
Presidential Election 

This shift into the Aquarian period is 
also synchronous with a presidential 
election year. America is truly a 
Uranian-Aquarian country with both an 
Aquarian Moon close to the midheaven , 
and Uranus in a most powerful, angular 
position rising. Of course, with Uranus, 
Mars and the Ascendant all in Gemini, 
we are very dualistic in nature—as 
though two distinctly different coun¬ 
tries in one.

Discovered in synchronicity with the 
American and French revolutions, 
Uranus is the ruler of revolution and 
high technology. The last time Uranus 
journeyed through Aquarius, between 
1912 and 1919, we saw a time-warp¬ 
like acceleration in both of these realms. 
During those seven years there were 
revolutions in Russia, China, Latin 
America and most European colonies. 
The Ottoman Empire dissolved, giving 
rise to the current Middle East, and the 
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Jewish homeland precursor to modern 
Israel was established. Also, of course, 
there was the fury of World War I and 
all of the realignments in its aftermath.

I anticipate the 1996 election to be 
the zaniest in history. Now the political 
game will be played almost entirely on 
the high-tech field. The new campaign 
tools are already in use: 600, 700 and 
800 phone banks, infomercials, fax 
machines, audio and video tapes, com¬ 
puter processed direct mail, CD-ROM 
telemarketing, radio and TV ads and 
talk shows. The electronic campaign 
will also be waged in cyberspace, with 
the Internet and various other on-line 
services becoming drenched with poli¬ 
tics. Since Aquarius rules independence, 
there will be many candidates besides 
Ross Perot wanting to run as indepen¬ 
dents, with many new third parties tak¬ 
ing form. Triple-Cancer Perot is cer¬ 
tain to pop out of his lavish carapace

Congressional Hearings Invite Testimony 

In the first week of March 1996, the marijuana reform movement 
took a step forward when Congress invited NORML Executive 
Director Keith Stroup and two other reform advocates to testify on the 
subject of marijuana policy. The Congressional hearing marked the 
first time that Congress has made such overtures in more than six 
years. 

Testifying before the Congressional Subcommittee on Crime, 
Stroup urged ending federal policies authorizing the arrest of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of adult marijuana users every year. “Marijuana 
smokers in this country are no different from their nonsmoking 
peers, except for their marijuana use. Like most Americans, they are 
responsible citizens who work hard, raise families, contribute to 
their communities and want a safe, crime-free neighborhood in 
which to live,” he stated. “It’s time we ended marijuana prohibition 
and stopped arresting and jailing hundreds of thousands of average 
Americans whose only ‘crime’ is that they smoke marijuana. This is 
a tragic and senseless war against our own citizens; it must be ended.” 

Stroup also spoke in favor of amending federal law to allow 
patients access to medical marijuana with a doctor’s prescription 
and urged the members of the crime subcommittee to promptly 
approve HR 2618—a federal bill currendy before the subcommittee 
that would permit the medical use of cannabis. “Whatever you may 
feel about the war on drugs,” Stroup summarized, “denying medical 
marijuana to seriously ill people should not be a part of it.” 

Also appearing before the subcommittee to attest to marijuana’s 
medical utility was Richard Brookhiser, senior editor for the National 
Review . In impassioned words, he told of his own marijuana use, with 
the full knowledge of his physicians, as a way to alleviate the violent 
nausea he suffered as the result of cancer chemotherapy treatments. 
“Because of... marijuana, my last two courses of chemotherapy were 
almost nausea-free,” Brookhiser recounted. “There was only one 
problem—I had to become a criminal to do this.” 

Representing the National Association of Criminal Defense 
Lawyers (NACDL), Attorney Jeralyn E. Merritt of Denver testified 
in favor of changes recently enacted by the U.S. Sentencing 
Commission and approved by Congress, adopting a universal 
plant/weight ratio of 100 grams for use in marijuana sentencing. 
Merritt argued that efforts by some members of Congress to re-enact 
a 1000-gram-per-plant ratio for marijuana plants were not justified. 
“For Congress to step in now,” she testified, “in the absence of new 
and compelling evidence that the [current law] is scientifically 
unsound or otherwise irrational, flies in the face of the authority 
granted to the Sentencing Commission.” 

Appearing on an opposing panel were Stephanie Haynes, presi¬ 
dent of Drug Watch International; Dr. Eric A. Voth of the 
International Drug Strategy Institute; D.A.R.E. officer Donald 
Hayes of the Alexandria Virginia Police Department; and Tom 
Hedrick, vice chairman of the Partnership for a Drug Free America. 
All four testified in favor of maintaining strict penalties for marijua¬ 
na use and encouraged Congress to strengthen their antidrug efforts. 

In addition, both Ms. Haynes and Dr. Voth voiced their disbelief 
about the efficacy of medical marijuana and disapproval of HR 2618. 
Ignoring that thousands of seriously ill patients risk arrest daily to 
acquire marijuana as a therapeutic agent for a variety of serious ill¬ 
nesses including glaucoma, cancer and the wasting syndrome asso¬ 
ciated with AIDS, Voth testified that only “the pro-marijuana forces 
[continue to] drive the medical marijuana issue.” 

Medical Marijuana Attracts Federal Bi-Partisan Support 

On March 29, four additional members of Congress, including one 
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member of the House Judiciary Committee, Subcommittee on 
Crime, and two Republicans, signed on to H.R. 2618 that would per¬ 
mit physicians to prescribe marijuana as a therapeutic agent for seri¬ 
ously ill patients. (See news clip above.) The signees, Reps. Joseph 
Kennedy (D-Mass.), Steven Gunderson (R-Wis.), Zoe Lofgren (D- 
Calif.) and Tom Campbell (R-Calif.) brought the total number of co¬ 
sponsors to 13. 

Co-sponsor support is critical for various reasons: The addition of 
Reps. Gunderson and Campbell gave the bill its first taste of bi-par- 
tisan support and could potentially persuade other Republicans— 
including House speaker and former co-sponsor of medical-mari¬ 
juana legislation, Newt Gingrich (R-Ga.)—to sign on. Also, 
Republican support is necessary for the bill to move forward in the 
Republican-controlled Congress. 

Rep. Lofgren’s support is also crucial. Currently, H.R. 2618 is 
pending before the Subcommittee on Crime. As a member of this 
committee, Lofgren can encourage chairman and former, two-time 
co-sponsor of medical-marijuana legislation, Bill McCollum (R- 
Fla.), to hold additional hearings on the issue and possibly bring the 
bill to a vote. 

Introduced in Congress last fall by Rep. Barney Frank (D-Mass.), 
the bill would amend federal law to allow seriously ill patients to have 
legal access to marijuana for medicinal purposes. If it passes, doctors 
could prescribe marijuana to individuals suffering from “glaucoma, 
AIDS wasting syndrome, muscle spasms from certain spastic disor¬ 
ders, including multiple sclerosis, paraplegia, and quadriplegia, or the 
nausea associated with cancer chemotherapy or radiology.” 
Currently, only eight patients nationwide are allowed to receive 
medical marijuana legally from the federal government. 

Washington State Allots Funding For Studies 

Washington State University and that state’s department of health 
will start looking for ways to make medical marijuana available to the 
seriously ill, under strict controls, through two appropriations in this 
year’s operating budget. 

The funding for the study came through the efforts of state 
Senators Jeanne Kohl (D-Seattle) and Bob McCaslin (R-Spokane). 
The two senators co-sponsored a bill (SB-6744) that was used as a 
model for the appropriations in this year’s budget. 

The funds will be used by Washington State University, in con¬ 
junction with the state’s board of pharmacy and department of 
health, to research the cultivation of marijuana in a tamper-free 
environment. The study will also determine the appropriate organi¬ 
zation to manufacture and distribute the drug for medical use. 

The second appropriation will be used to fund a clinical study 
administered by the state’s department of health under the con- 
trolled-substance-abuse therapeutic program, a statute since 1979. 

This study will be limited to patients under a physician’s care. 
Only those receiving chemotherapy and/or radiation treatments, or 
suffering from glaucoma, AIDS or HIV-related illnesses, multiple 
sclerosis or other life-threatening illnesses will qualify for the study. 

Results of a statewide, public-opinion poll directed by local polit¬ 
ical consultant Sharon Gilpin the weekend of March 2-3 indicated 
that the public supports the use of marijuana for medicinal purpos¬ 
es. The statewide survey of 400 voters found that 75 percent favored 
making marijuana available for patients if prescribed by a doctor. 

Gilpin said the results were a complete surprise. “I know the peo¬ 
ple in the Northwest tend to be compassionate, but the high number 
was totally unexpected,” she said. Gilpin said people who are con¬ 
cerned about the rising cost of health care are willing to look at alter¬ 
natives to the high cost of fighting diseases such as AIDS and cancer. 

“This is a great start that will lead to what we hope is a promising 
finish,” said Dr. David Edwards, an Olympia physician and medical 
coordinator for the Washington Hemp Education Network 
(WHEN), an agency working on informing the public of the poten- 
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tial benefits of medicinal marijuana. “I expect the results to have a 
positive effect in our effort to provide organic marijuana to patients 
under strict medical guidelines.” 

Medical marijuana activist and founder of the Green Cross 
Cannabis Buyers Club Joanna McKee said she is confident the study 
will confirm what other tests have shown: the positive effects of med¬ 
ical marijuana. “The medical community is so focused on using 
chemicals to combat illness, they ignore a simple, organic solution 
that’s readily available,” she said. “This test will provide the answer 
to those who still question the effectiveness of THC.” 

Sen. McCaslin said that if the results of the state study on THC 


are similar to others conducted, organic marijuana could be a boon 
for the seriously ill. “It will not only aid them in their physical 
recovery; it could prove to be a psychological boost as well,” he said. 

Kohl said the study is the first step towards getting needed med¬ 
icine to those who desperately need it. “If the synthetic drug is not 
working for a patient, it only makes sense they should be able to have 
access to organic marijuana.” 

Domestic Hemp Cultivation Bill Heads To Colorado Senate 

Legislation (SB 67) introduced by Sen. Lloyd Casey (D-Northglenn) 
to allow Colorado to become the first state to grow industrial hemp 
in almost 40 years is heading for the Colorado Senate floor. 

In a move that stunned proponents and opponents alike, the 
Senate Appropriations Committee voted 5-4 to send the bill to the 
full Senate for debate. A similar bill was introduced by Casey in 
1995, but received only one vote of support in its first committee. 

“We’re talking about not just growing, but about the textile 
mills, the paper mills, [and] the food-processing products. We’re 
talking about all the value-added things that can result from this,” 
explained Casey. 

The Colorado Industrial Hemp Production Act permits the 
planting of no more than 40 acres of industrial hemp (defined by the 
bill as marijuana containing no more than 0.5% THC) in Colorado 
in 1996 for agricultural, commercial and scientific research. The leg¬ 
islation allows for full-scale hemp production to begin in 1998 and 
has been endorsed by the Colorado Farm Bureau, the Colorado 
State Grange and the National Federation of Farm Bureaus. The bill 
has also received support from Hollywood actor and hemp busi¬ 
nessman Woody Harrelson. 

Working diligently over the past year to gather support for this 
bill is the Colorado Hemp Initiative Project (CO-HIP), a grassroots 
organization of activists who have donated their time to volunteer on 
this campaign. CO-HIP notes that the bill currently has support in 
the Senate, but is probably three to five votes shy of a majority. 
Nevertheless, the group remains confident that it will pass the 
Senate and is actively pursuing the help of farm organizations and 
professional lobbyists to drum up support among legislators. 

Colorado’s legislative session ends May 8. 

New Drug Czar Proposes Massive Antidrug Expansion 

In a move signifying a complete reversal from his previous decisions 
to downsize the Office of National Drug Control Policy, President 
Clinton recently asked Congress for $3.4 million in supplemental 
spending to expand its staff from 25 to 150 individuals. This money 
would be in addition to the extra $250 million dollars already appro¬ 
priated by the White House to beef up antidrug efforts. 

“The general wants some troops to command,” explained one 
White House official to the The Washington Post on Clinton’s sudden 
move to increase the ONDCP staff, “and Clinton wanted the gen¬ 
eral.” 

In addition to his title as newly appointed “drug czar,” retired 
general Barry R. McCaffrey was granted a slot on the National 
Security Council. He also gained approval from the White House to 
bring 30 former Pentagon staffers to his new operation. 

“According to the most recent FBI statistics, the federal govern¬ 
ment’s war on drugs is primarily a war against marijuana users,” 
explained NORML’s Deputy Director Allen St. Pierre. “Clinton’s 
latest effort to drastically increase the ‘war’ effort is yet another step 
in the wrong direction and a wasteful expenditure of valuable tax¬ 
payer dollars.” 

Vermont House Approves Hemp Cultivation Legislation 

Montpelier, Vt.: On January 29, the Vermont House of 
Representatives approved by a voice vote a bill (H. 783) to permit the 
development of a hemp industry in the state. It received wide-scale 
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bipartisan support the day before when the second reading was 
approved by a 108-33 vote. Gov. Howard B. Dean has spoken out 
against hemp cultivation, claiming that it would amount to legalizing 
marijuana, but the overwhelming number of yes votes would over¬ 
ride his possible veto. 

The Vermont legislation resembles a pending Colorado hemp bill 
introduced by Sen. Lloyd Casey (D-Northglenn) and would autho¬ 
rize the University of Vermont to begin researching industrial hemp 
production. A key aspect of this study would include growing test 
plots. 

The bill is now in the senate. Legislators note that there appears 
to be little opposition to the proposal there. Sen. Thomas Bahre (R- 
Addison), chairman of the Senate Agriculture Committee told the 
Vermont Times he hoped to begin taking testimony on the bill as early 
as March 18. “We want to seriously look at whether there is anybody 
out there to buy this fiber and what its potential is to create manu¬ 
facturing jobs,” he said. “If it doesn’t, then I don’t see a need to go 
any further, but I do think this fiber has the potential to have land 
produce something that isn’t producing milk.” 

Often called “marijuana’s misunderstood cousin,” industrial hemp 
comes from the same plant species that produces marijuana, but it 
has only minute amounts of delta-9 tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), 
the psychoactive ingredient that gives marijuana its euphoric prop¬ 
erties. Hemp is grown legally throughout much of Europe and Asia 
and is used to produce a variety of products such as cosmetics, tex¬ 
tiles, paper, paints, plastics and animal feed. For more information, 
call the Vermont Legislative Council (802) 828-2231. 

Hemp To Be Planted On American Indian Soil 

The Coalition for Hemp Awareness (CHA) announced that the 
Navajo Nation has issued a resolution allowing for hemp cultivation 
to take place on American Indian soil. CHA scheduled a spring 
planting to take place in March. 

The Navaho Hemp Project began in 1992 when activists Jim 
Robinson and Tom and Carolyn McCormick moved to the reserva¬ 
tion for the purpose of introducing hemp cultivation on sovereign 
soil. The trio was so successful in their education campaign that the 
resolution was passed by the Navajo Nation by a unanimous vote of 
30-0. 

Although over 30,000 acres of the Navajo Nation have been 
allocated for hemp cultivation, CHA’s initial planting will be limited 
to a small seed bank crop. In addition, CHA states that the organi¬ 
zation is close to securing approval for similar cultivation projects 
from 10 other tribes located across the United States. 

The coalition was founded in 1991 to foster the rapid return of 
cannabis hemp as an agricultural base crop. CHA is a political- 
advocacy network group that assimilates and disseminates hemp 
information to both politicians and the public. 

California Medical Initiative Heads Toward State Ballot 

An initiative to legalize the medical use of marijuana appears headed 
for the November 1996 California ballot thanks to crucial last- 
minute financial support from a group of major donors. The new 
donations make it likely that supporters will garner the necessary 
number of signatures by the April 20 deadline to place the initiative 
on the ballot. 

Initiative organizers were elated by the gift and expressed confi¬ 
dence that voters would approve the measure. Polls indicate that a 
solid majority of Californians support medicinal legalization. The 
current medical-marijuana initiative would guarantee the right of 
patients to use marijuana for medicinal purposes if they possess a 
physician’s recommendation. 

Medical marijuana has remained illegal despite growing accep¬ 
tance in the health-care community of its efficacy in the treatment of 
cancer, glaucoma, AIDS, multiple sclerosis, chronic pain and muscle 


spasticity. Under current California law, anyone who cultivates mar¬ 
ijuana for medicinal use risk three years in state prison. 

The 1996 medical-marijuana initiative has been endorsed by the 
cities of San Francisco, Oakland and West Hollywood; the Santa 
Cruz and Marin Boards of Supervisors; the California Nurses 
Association; the Los Angeles AIDS Commission, the California 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, the California Seniors’ Legislature and 
many other organizations and public leaders. 

Twice As Many Defendants Imprisoned For Marijuana 
Possession Under “Three Strikes” Law As For Violent Crimes 

March 6, San Francisco, Calif.: More than twice as many defendants 
have been sentenced to stiff prison sentences under California’s 
“three strikes and you’re out” law than have murderers, rapists and 
kidnappers combined, according to a recent study by the Center on 
Juvenile and Criminal Justice in San Francisco. 

The report concluded that 85 percent of those sentenced under 
the law had been convicted most recently of a nonviolent offense. Of

that 85 percent, 192 individuals were sentenced under the law 
after being convicted of marijuana possession while in custody 
(a felony offense in California) as compared to only 40 who 
were convicted of murder, 25 of rape and 24 of kidnapping. 

To be prosecuted under the stringent California law, a 
defendant must have been convicted of at least one or more 
serious violent crimes in the past. However, the most recent 
offense need not be a violent crime — only a felony. The law 
mandates double die normal sentence for anyone convicted of 
a second felony and life sentence for any individual convicted of 
a third felony. 

“People are going to jail in America for possessing mari¬ 
juana,” stated NORML’s Deputy Director Allen St. Pierre. 
“As this report clearly illustrates, the sentences can potentially 
be for life. This sort of illogical and fiscally irresponsible 
mandatory sentencing must end.”

The Dark Side of Christian History 
by Helen Ellerbe 

Morningstar Books, San Rafael, CA., 1995,236 pp., $12.95 

Without understanding the dark side of 
religious history, one might think that reli¬ 
gion and spirituality are one and the same. 

Yet, organized religion has a very long his¬ 
tory of curtailing and containing spiritu¬ 
ality, one's personal and private relation¬ 
ship with 'God, ' the sacred or the divine.

I remember reading about the Dark Ages as a student at 
Immaculate Conception grammar school in New York and 
feeling thankful that I lived in a modern, civilized world.The 
black-and-white world of Franciscan nuns and priests taught 
that it was a privilege to be educated in a private school. By 
the time I began reading Helen Ellerbe’s new book, The Dark 
Side of Christian History, I had invested many years working to 
get to the roots of my belief systems, which of necessity 
included challenging earlier Roman Catholic indoctrination. 
Nonetheless, I was appalled to see how pervasively such pro¬ 
gramming has continued throughout the ages and how “suc¬ 
cessful” its dramatic impact has been on politics, education, 
science, economics, medicine, art and history around the 
planet today. 

The Christian church has left a legacy . . . that permeates 
every aspect of Western society, both secular and religious. It 
is a legacy that fosters sexism, racism, the intolerance of dif¬ 
ference and the desecration of the natural environment. The 
Church, throughout much of its history, has demonstrated a 
disregard for human freedom, dignity and self-determination. 

It has attempted to control, contain and confine spirituality, 
the relationship between an individual and God. As a result, 
Christianity has helped to create a society in which people are 
alienated not only from each other but also from the divine. 
With these opening words, Ellerbe unleashes her meticu¬ 
lous examination of an ignored side of history: a period of 
nearly two millennia during which the Christian church 
oppressed and brutalized millions of individuals. 

This is a controversial book that will challenge many read¬ 
ers and provide stimulation to stretch limiting beliefs.

Touched By Angels—by Eileen Elias Freeman 

Warner Books, New York, 1993,204 pp., $8.99 

Everywhere you look, there are angel 
music, angel calendars, angel books and 
angel newsletters, and you know it’s just a 
matter of time before we see a best-seller 
entitled Cooking for the Angels: A Low Fat 
Cookbook For Your Guardian Angel. By 
nature I’m a skeptic, but along with the 
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skeptic in me, there’s also this person who wants to believe in 
flying saucers, extraterrestrials, prophecies, ghosts, psychics 
and, well . . . angels. So, if we’re being invaded by angels, I’d 
better at least bone up on things. After all, maybe, just maybe, 
there’s something to this angel invasion. 

Touched By Angels is one of a dozen books on angels that are 
currently making the “must-read” lists for angel buffs. The 
author lays the groundwork, describing her first and only 
sighting of an angel, at age five, then continues with a brief 
but very interesting history of angels. Who are the angels? 
Why are they making their presence known so frequently at 
this particular time in history? Why were angels depicted 
with halos around their heads in early Christian art? Why do 
we see many winged children depicted in the art of the Middle 
Ages? 

Not until A.D. 787 did the church decree (at the second 
Council of Nicaea) that it was lawful to depict images of 
angels in art. Since artists had no models to work with, only 
accounts of angels moving effortlessly through air, they turned 
to Greek and Latin art for help: Mercury, Nike and Hermes, 
gods with wings descending effortlessly from the heavens, 
were used as examples of how angels can do the same. 

Ms. Freeman then shares personal accounts of six different 
people who had their own “encounters of the celestial kind.” 
By the end of Chapter 11 I feel like I’m kind of getting 
hooked on angelmania. I think this is what Ms. Freeman had 
in mind, because the following two chapters are titled “How 
Do We Know We Have Been Touched By Angels?” and 
“Touching Our Angels.” She concludes the book with a dis¬ 
cussion of her newsletter, Angel Watch. 

Overall, if you’re looking for a good book on angels, 
Touched By Angels just might make a believer out of you. And 
if you’re like me, somewhat of a skeptic, the book will cer¬ 
tainly be food for thought. Speaking of food ... I wonder, if 
I’m visited by an angel, what do they like to eat? Maybe I 
should head back to the bookstore and see whether that cook¬ 
book for angels is out yet. — Robert; Ross 


Under A Lemon Moon, A Metaphysical Mystery 
by David N. Martin

Although in a deep state of grief and suffering from insom¬ 
nia, Eva had to act quickly to save her home.

band’s death attended a party at the local art gallery where she 
met Pula, a psychic and healer. The interaction between Pula 
and Eva brings the reader into a more intimate understanding 
of the quest for self-discovery and the rewards. Pula, trained 
in regression techniques, is hired by Eva to unlock the causes 
of her insomnia. Eva discovers more than just a cure for her 
sleeplessness, and throughout the book, Pula prompts Eva to 
farther investigate her own past-life history and offers deep 
insights into her experiences. 

Unknown to Eva and to Pula, they would discover how 
intertwined their paths would become in unraveling what 
really did happen to George. 

Pula adds a refreshing new twist to a murder mystery, as his 
dialog adds depth to an otherwise ordinary and plain plot. 
Woven through this story are his comments, unusual respons¬ 
es and actions along with explanations about how karma 
impacts current events, how relationships continue over life¬ 
times to work out justice and how one’s extended awareness is 
used to effectively resolve life’s problems. 

Under a Lemon Moon is a light novel and reads quickly. It 
took a while to get into but held my interest through to the 
end. I did suspect the guilty party in the beginning, but I 
found myself much more interested in how Pula, the psychic, 
was going to play out. 

The story involves disruptive relationships, a potential love 
affair, a continually running commentary on the great artists 
of our world and an unusually attentive sheriff 

The value of this book is its ability to integrate personal 
growth throughout the events in the story and thus offer mean¬ 
ing and solution to life dilemmas. I felt this was a refreshing 
approach to the murder mystery, but there was a little too 
much description, which tended to slow down the action.

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In The Pleiadian Agenda, Barbara Hand 
Clow grabs hold of a very volatile mix of 
topics: politics, astrology, traditional reli¬ 
gions, hard science, sex and cutting-edge 
metaphysics. She wastes no time establish¬ 
ing the ground for this book: the future of 
our lives as conscious beings and the critical 
choice we face right now, right here in our 
everyday lives. We can live as zombies or 
we can create powerful lives by choosing to exercise our free 
will in remembering who we are. 

This message is a logical extension and update of other 
channeled books. Referring to some of them, Clow warns 
against expecting a horde of spaceships to come down and res¬ 
cue us from the conflicts and life-threatening eco-patterns in 
flux here. She is emphatic about the need to clear our addic¬ 
tion to apocalyptic belief systems as a critical key to planetary, 
even galactic, species survival. 
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In the witty but blunt style that often characterizes the 
Pleiadian voice, she addresses the urgency of taking back our 
human power, of tuning into the escalating energies pouring 
onto the planet, and reversing the flow of destructive elec¬ 
tromagnetic messages that swirl around us. 

It is an increasingly popular notion that electronic media 
and devices project harmful vibrations and/or messages that 
weaken or deplete our vitality, mental clarity and health. 
Clow states that we can, and should, turn the tables. By 
strengthening our own bodies, emotions and thought fields, 
we can learn to objectively decode what is being projected at 
us. We can emit our own constructive and powerfully loving 
intentions, projecting new health into all the dimensions of 
our world, whether physical or intangible. She talks specifi¬ 
cally about how we can tune our energies to do this and why 
we must take responsibility for changing the quality of life on 
this planet now. 

Recognizing the likelihood of skeptical and cynical 
response to the factual accuracy of this very unusual account 
of Earth’s history, Clow asserts the book’s practical value even 
if read only as metaphor. She brings forth an intriguing cast of 
interplanetary characters including Lucifer, The Mind of the 
Sun, King Lizard and the Sirian/Egyptian God Anubis. They 
address highly controversial matters of Earth’s geological, 
political, sexual and religious history, presenting compelling 
viewpoints certain to stimulate the reader to seriously ques¬ 
tion his or her foundations of education and experience. The 
book also presents a wealth of astrological and astronomical 
detail, outlining nine dimensions of reality and describing 
ways to integrate the properties of the controversial photon 
band that Earth is perceived to be entering in cyclical rhythm. 

December 21, A.D. 2012, is presented as the date for the 
end of time as we know it. Our hysteria as we approach the 
end of this millennium is seen as parallel to the “millennial 
fever” which gripped the human populace back in A.D. 999. 
The Pleiadians’ agenda as presented by Clow is to avert the 
same mistaken response as the new millennium dawns.

Mariam, who also composed and 
produced the album, used mostly syn¬ 
thesizers to create this relaxing music. 

Where Nights awakens is on track 
three, titled “The Call.” It is here that 
Mariam succeeds to rouse the soul. He 
offers us a rhythmic chant of “Run” 
that excites the music. You sense it was 
here that Mariam had released some 
musical boundaries and had some fun 
with the music. 

There are some other nice spots on 
this journey like “Fire of Sacrifice” and 
“Return to Forever.” Here, Mariam 
gives the album some depth, adding var¬ 
ious musical sounds such as guitar. 

However, there are some dull and 
uninteresting moments, as in the first 
two tracks, “Nights of Passage” and 
“Blinded by the Light.”

» On February 11, 1989, a Samoan 
American named Arthur Dole held a 
wedding shower for his daughter at the 
family home in Los Angeles. Following 
a neighbor’s complaint about loud 
music, dozens of sheriff’s deputies 
arrived in 54 cars and invaded the 
house. They arrested 35 people, and 
beat several so severely that they suf¬ 
fered permanent injuries. There was 
one case of permanent brain damage. 
After a seven-month trial, the case was 
settled recently with an award of $15.9 
million in damages and $2.3 million in 
attorney’s fees, making it the largest 
police-misconduct award in U.S. histo¬ 
ry; 25 deputies were found guilty of 
conspiracy to deprive the Doles of their 
constitutional rights. 

Defense attorney Paul Paquette was 
“shocked” at the verdict. In an inter¬ 
view with Califomia Lawyer (February 
1996) he said there were only a few 
minor injuries and that “under any 
interpretation there were only five or 
six deputies who could have been 
involved in a conspiracy to cover up 
what happened.” According to jurors, 
sheriffs lost photographs of the injuries 
for more than six years, and police 
reports were written in pencil, with 
whole paragraphs erased or amended in 
other hnadwriting. This was explained 
by officers claiming they were “not very 
bright” and “could not spell very well.” 

Sheriff Sherman Block condemned 
the verdict as “extreme.” None of the 
officers involved has ever been disci¬ 
plined; several have since been promot¬ 
ed. All fines were paid by the County. 
Sheriff Block has been in charge of the 
responsible department since 1982 and 
was elected to a fourth term in 1994. In

“TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES ” 

Section 202(d) of the National Emergencies Act (50 U.S.C. 1622(d)) provides for the automatic 
termination of a national emergency unless, prior to the anniversary date of its declaration, the 
President publishes in the Federal Register and transmits to the Congress a notice stating that the 
emergency is to continue in effect beyond the anniversary date. In accordance with this provision, 
I have sent the enclosed notice, stating that the Iran emergency declared on March 15,1995, pur¬ 
suant to the International Emergency Economic Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1701-1706) is to continue 
in effect beyond March 15,1996, to the Federal Register for publication. This emergency is separate 
from that declared on November 14, 1979, in connection with the Iranian hostage crisis and 
therefore requires separate renewal of emergency authorities. 

The factors that led me to declare a national emergency with respect to Iran on March 15,1995, 
have not been resolved. The actions and policies of the Government of Iran, including its support 
for international terrorism, efforts to undermine the Middle East peace process, and its acquisition 
of weapons of mass destruction and the means to deliver them, continue to threaten the national 
security, foreign policy, and economy of the United States. Accordingly, I have determined that it 
is necessary to maintain in force the broad authorities that are in place by virtue of the March 15, 
1995, declaration of emergency.

November 1995, he testified before 
Congress in support of HR 1446, the 
Law Enforcement Officers Civil 
Liability Act of 1995. 

This bill, the only one sponsored 
by Rep. Moorehead, is designed “to 
promote fairness in lawsuits brought 
against State and local law enforcement 
officers.” It states that no damages shall 
be awarded against any officer except 
to punish conduct “specifically intended 
unlawfully to cause serious personal 
injury” or which is “engaged in with 
flagrant indifference to the rights of the 
injured party.” In these rare cases, dam¬ 
ages are limited to $10,000 and attorney 
fees to a third of damages, so it will be 
difficult for plaintiffs to find legal help. 
The bill protects any peace officer, 
prison guard or corrections officer and 
includes protection for off-duty conduct! 

» A recent study of German shep¬ 
herds trained for police work has found 
that a good dog can deliver 17 bites per 
second. With jaws averaging four inch¬ 
es wide, a dog could lacerate all of a typ¬ 
ical suspect’s leg in half a second. 

» According to The Spotlight , Tom 
Patrick, an investigator for the Phoenix 
Foundation, found a subliminal message 
displaying the words “Gun Control— 
jobs” displayed in a 20-second political 
awareness commercial “Choose or 
Lose” shown on MTV, CNN and VH-1. 
The messages are normally visible for 
1/30 of a second and thus undetectable 
by the conscious mind unless the com¬ 
mercial is played back frame by frame. 

» On March 4, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the government can seize 
property used to commit a crime, even 
if the owner is innocent of any wrong¬ 
doing. The case involved the forfeiture 
of a Michigan woman’s car because her 
husband used it for illegal sex with a 
prostitute. The court rejected her claim 
for compensation as an innocent owner. 
In his ruling, Chief Justice Rehnquist 
said, “Innocence and fairness are beside 


the point.”More than 200,000 Americans 
have had property seized under local, 
state or federal statutes since 1985. In 
1992, $3.8 billion worth of private 
property was stolen by criminals, and 
$4.1 billion was taken by law-enforce¬ 
ment agents under civil forfeiture laws. 

» United States apiaries dispose of 
more than 400 tons of surplus bees 
annually. They contain nearly 60 per¬ 
cent protein, equivalent to two ham¬ 
burgers per person if processed into food. 

» One of the problems with existing 
biochip implants used for ID purposes 
is the short range at which their data 
can be scanned. A typical implant used 
by InfoPet, Inc. is the size of a grain of 
rice and can be read up to three feet 
away. European scientists are now 
developing a version with enough range 
to determine location using the global 
positioning system. The new chip has 
been implanted in crabs, ostensibly to 
locate valuable shellfish resources, but 
actually to test signal strength in vari¬ 
able poor conditions. Crabs make ideal 
test subjects, as they are easy to track. 

Preliminary results show the loca¬ 
tion of an identified crab accurate to 30 
feet, up to three miles away and in 100 
feet of water during storm conditions. 
Human versions of this chip will be 
available in 1997 and render obsolete 
the Smart Card technology being devel¬ 
oped by the U.S. Postal Service. The 
chip holds only 20k of data, much less 
than a Smart Card, but has the added 
advantage of accurately locating an indi¬ 
vidual’s body every time. 

Symbol Technology, Inc. has devel¬ 
oped a national ID system which is 
much cheaper than Smart Cards or 
biochips, which it is selling to DMVs 
nationwide. Called the PDF-417, it is a 
two-dimensional dot code printed 
between bar codes, which can hold Ilk 
of data, enough to identify a vehicle, 
the registered owner’s address and 
Social Security number, and lienholders.

Parking meters can also be 
inscribed with a PDF-417, allowing 
enforcers to scan both identities and 
issue a ticket in 4 seconds. The system 
will provide valuable “traffic analysis” 
of a vehicle’s movements, and fines 
imposed can be reported by cellular 
links directly to consumer credit data¬ 
bases. Lenders could then collect fines 
for the DMV using an impound 
account, as is common for property tax. 
The Association of American Motor 
Vehicles (central organization of DMVs) 
is interested in the system and has pilot 
programs in several states. 

» Police in Redwood City, California, 
have installed a listening system covering 


several city blocks, designed to detect gun¬ 
fire and send a signal back to headquarters 
which locates the shots to within ten yards 
of where they were fired. A similar system 
is being installed in Washington D.C., 
funded by a federal grant. 

In Baltimore, the police wired a 16- 
block area of downtown with enough 
video cameras to allow them to monitor 
all outdoor spaces continuously, at a cost 
of $1 million. 

Frank Russo, director of a business 
group working with the police, said 
“This is our way to say, ‘We care, and 
we’re watching.’ ” 

A similar system is in use in 
Phoenix, Arizona, for highway moni¬ 
toring. The cameras are highly visible, 


mounted on poles more than 60- feet 
high. When the system detects a slow¬ 
down in traffic, freeway ramp access sys¬ 
tems are activated to reduce traffic. 

Addressing widespread concern 
about privacy, the traffic department 
simply says there is “no cause for con¬ 
cern” because the cameras are highly 
visible and have insufficient resolution 
to read a registration plate. However, 
TVX International in England has 
developed a miniature wide-angle infra¬ 
red highway camera mounted on a com¬ 
puter chip which digitizes images and 
sends the signal over ordinary telephone 
wires. The whole assembly is a quarter- 
inch square, designed to be invisible to 
people who shoot out the lenses of ordi¬ 
nary cameras. The new system can read 
letters one-inch high, and several have 
been installed in Los Angeles. 

» According to James Norman in the 
December 1995 issue of Media Bypass, a 
“Fifth Column” group of computer 
hackers has been using a Cray Super¬ 
computer since 1991 to break into foreign 
bank computers and trace money from a 
wide variety of questionable activities, 
including kickbacks, drug and arms 
deals, insider trading, tax evasion, selling 
secrets and software piracy. The group 
has identified such payments in num¬ 
bered accounts belonging to members 
of Congress. It has quietly withdrawn 
$2.5 billion from these accounts and 
sent letters to congresspersons advising 
them of its knowledge of the payments. 
The letters give a choice: Retire imme¬ 
diately or face exposure. A record num¬ 
ber of senators and representatives have 
since announced their retirement.

» Every law-enforcement agency in 
the United States has the expense of 
maintaining a separate, mobile, com¬ 
puter communications system. To cut 
costs, a new Law-Enforcement Satellite 
System (LESS) is being developed. An 
entire new communications infrastruc¬ 
ture will be needed. Using Internet-type 
protocols, the system may allow patrol 
vehicles to be automated and linked direct¬ 
ly to the National Crime Information 
Center, which combines all law-enforce¬ 
ment data from separate agencies.

Import Task Force (MAHMITF) has 
just been created, involving the FDA, 
IRS, U.S. Customs and Department of 
Agriculture. It will enforce the Phyto- 
sanitary Measures section of NAFTA, 
which is so loosely worded that trade in 
any herb or dietary supplement can be 
restricted. The Phytosanitary Measures 
section was copied verbatim into GATT, 
and the World Trade Organization 
(WTO) is now using the section as a 
basis for authority to take action against 
countries which do not conform to its 
herbal regulations.

» HR 2580 is a bill “To guarantee a 
republican form of government to the 


States by preventing paramilitary vio¬ 
lence.” The bill states that organized 
criminal actions are an increasing threat 
to the form of government in some 
States and alleges that violence is 
increasing in part because of unfounded 
exaggerations about the impact of recent 
firearms laws and baseless conspiracy 
theories regarding the government. It 
calls upon the attorney general to create 
special law-enforcement training pro¬ 
grams for dealing with politically moti¬ 
vated violence. 

» At a recent meeting of the Mutual 
UFO Network (MUFON), Dr. Roger

ienced extreme pain when the implant 
areas were touched and when they were 
removed, because the implants had 
been placed close to nerve fibers and 
may have been attached to them as 
monitoring devices. 

The first object removed was flat, 
approximately triangular, measuring 
half a centimeter on each side. Inside 
was a highly magnetic, black, shiny, 
metallic material, covered in a thick, 
dense, gray membrane which could not 
be cut with a scalpel. The membrane 
was nearly impossible to remove, unlike 
the coatings that normally form on 
objects which have been in the body 
for long periods. Analysis proved the 
membrane to be a mixture of keratin, 
the same material as hair and finger¬ 
nails, and oxygen-carrying pigment 
from red blood cells. It was apparently 
composed of material from the patients’ 
own bodies before the objects were 
inserted. Dr. Leir said that if we knew 
how to do this, it would solve the prob¬ 
lem of rejection of implanted organs. 
The metallic material has not yet been 
analyzed. The tissue surrounding the 
implants was unusual in two ways; there 
were no signs of inflammation, and 
there were many nerve endings which 
should not have been there. 

» According to the January 12 “Web 
Review,” Netscape Corporation has 
entered a contract with the National 
Security Agency (NSA) to produce a 
suite of Netscape browser and server 
software that will support the NS As 
new Fortezza Card project. Netscape 
has about 80 percent of the market for 
Web browsers. 

The Fortezza Card is very similar 
in function to the supposedly aban¬ 
doned Clipper Chip; it encrypts data, 
creating an appearance of privacy, but 
allowing a “back door” through which 
government can read the data. The 
NSA is heavily subsidizing development 
of a commercial version of Fortezza. It 
lobbied hard for the Clipper Chip, 
which was supported by President 
Clinton but failed to gain public accep- 
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tance. The agency now has the problem 
of getting the private sector to accept an 
encryption standard that allows govern¬ 
ment spying. According to the Baltimore 
Sun , the NSA has been trying this for at 
least 25 years, possibly subverting com¬ 
panies like Siemens (Germany) and 
Crypto Ag (Switzerland) to leave secret 
back doors in their encryption prod¬ 
ucts. Observers suspect the NSA of hav¬ 
ing deals with Microsoft and Lotus to 
prevent anonymous E-mail and does 
have one with TriTeal of California, 
which sells UNIX systems in Europe 
and the United States. It is building its 
systems to meet NS As Fortezza-based 
security needs. 

AToo-dose Encounter 

Washington: The space shuttle 
Endeavor narrowly avoided a collision 
with a gigantic UFO during its 12-day 
mission in September, and a top-secret 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) audio tape 
proves it! So says author William 
Kliner, who claims to have obtained a 
copy from highly placed NASA sources 
and terms the incident “the most dra¬ 
matic close encounter in history.” 

On the 2 3-second tape, recorded 
off one of several secret radio frequen¬ 
cies that NASA reserves for classified 
conversations with shuttle astronauts, 
Commander David Walker says: 

Walker: BOGEY AT 3 O'CLOCK! 

God, what is it? My God, it’s 

COMING RIGHT AT US . . . 

NASA: What’s there? 

Walker: There's no way! Oh, 
God! Get back. Move! 

NASA: Endeavor\ Endeavorl 

What... explain... 

Walker: WlIAT THE . . . WHERE ARE 

we? Where is it? Where ... 
it’s gone. It's gone ... 

NOT (unintelligible) . . . UFO. 
Spacecraft ... Huge ... 

INTELLIGENT? . . . OVER THERE! 

NASA: Endeavor. .. Switch!... NOWl 


The tape ends abruptly here with 
what would seem to be a NASA order 
for Walker to change radio frequency. 
While nobody other than Walker, his 
crew and a handful of NASA officials 
knows exactly what happened next, the 
Endeavor returned to Earth safely 
September 18, indicating that the en¬ 
counter ended without further incident. 

Kliner, who has published hundreds 
of articles on America’s space program 
over the past 25 years, declared: 

This is dazzling proof that 
UFOs not only exist, they are piloted 
by extraterrestrials who are interest¬ 
ed in our technology and possibly even 
mankind's ventures into space. 

Until now, I didn't believe in 
the existence of UFOs, and I certain¬ 
ly didn't believe that extraterrestrials 
were visiting our planet. But now I 
know better. Space aliens actually 
observed our shuttle astronauts as 
they orbited Earth, and NASA's own 
tape proves it. 

Spokesmen for the agency declined 
to comment on the author’s report 
pending the outcome of what one called 
an investigation into the source of 
unauthorized information that might 
or might not have basis in fact. 

Like NASA, Commander Walker 
and his crew—Pilot Ken Cockrell and 
Mission Specialists James Voss, James 
Newman and Michael Gemhardt—are 
keeping quiet. However, Kliner’s 
sources told him the Endeavor and crew 
did avert an in-orbit collision with: 
a massive,walnut-shaped spacecraft 
of unknown origin. From what I 
understand, the spacecraft was the 
size of a small city and glowed bright 
green as it approached the shuttle. At 
some point during the encounter, the 
UFO veered off course to avoid a col¬ 
lision. As far as I know there was no 
contact between the UFO and the 
shuttle. If there was contact, my 
sources are unaware of it. 

[In the interest of accuracy, despite 
Kliners assertion of “dazzling proof that 
UFOs . . . are piloted by extraterrestri¬ 
als, " the quotes give no indication that 
the UFO was of ET origin. —Editor

^ Washington, D.C., March 21—At a 
two-hour press conference in the 
National Press Club’s Grand Ballroom, 
Richard Hoagland, director of the 
Enterprise (formerly Mars) Mission, 
presented several credible experts who 
discussed the evidence of anomalies on 
Mars and the moon.

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Marvin Czarnik, a retired aerospace 
engineer who heads a separate group 
from Hoagland’s to research lunar 
anomalies, discussed NASA images of 
“the Shard,” a huge rock pillar that can¬ 
not be explained by geology. It appears 
to cast a shadow, but image enhance¬ 
ment has revealed that the shadow is 
actually a solid object. Behind the Shard 
is “the Cube,” seven miles tall. 

Architect Robert Fiertek and geol¬ 
ogist Ron Nicks, formerly with the 
Batelle Institute, explained that the 
Cube and several other anomalous 
structures appear to be made of glass.

In fact, it is so unpopular 
that the first U.N. “audit” of children’s 
rights there noted repeated violations by 
parents; it seems the British still have 
enough self-determinism to reject being 
ordered how to raise their children. 

For months, Concerned Women 
for America (CWA), a family-rights 
lobby, has kept the treaty bottled up in 
the U.S. Senate, preventing a vote. 
Now pro-U.N. administration officials 
are pushing for ratification. Contact 
CWA for its Special Legislative Report 
at RO.

The transference of “Mad Cow Disease” to 
humans has now been documented, and public 
concern has uncovered one of animal agricul¬ 
ture’s darkest secrets: the practice of feeding 
offal—manure, restaurant waste and other unsa¬ 
vory materials—to animals raised for food. 

hi Great Britain, the disease, also known as 
bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE), has 
spread due to the use of infected animal parts— 
including brains, spinal cords and intestines—in 
cattle feed. 

To control BSE, in 1988 the British govern¬ 
ment forbade recycling this “bypass protein,” but 
in the United States the practice continues with 
little government regulation or oversight. So far, 
there have been no verified U.S. cases, but if an 
outbreak occurs the current system of feeding 
animals to animals would promote its rapid 
spread. 

“This should serve as a wakeup call to every¬ 
one whose ideas of animal farming come from 
children’s books and fairy tales,” said Scott 
Williams, Executive Director of the Farm Animal 
Reform Movement (FARM). “Animal agricul¬ 
ture is a grisly, grisly business. You may imagine a 
contented cow chewing its cud, but that cow is 
more likely being fattened on the intestines of its 
slaughtered comrades.” 

The practice includes other animals: Poultry, 
swine and other, largely herbivorous farm ani¬ 
mals have their feed supplemented with parts of 
other animals, manure and food waste. (“Ascites,” 
abdominal hemorrhaging in broiler chickens, is 


thought to be caused by their unnatural, animal- 
based diet.) 

United States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) inspectors currendy claim to have ex¬ 
amined 2,660 cow specimens in 43 states and to 
have detected no BSE. However, since 200,000 
animals are slaughtered daily, the USDA study 
represents less than one-tenth of one percent of the 
total livestock population. It did not include ani¬ 
mal products already on supermarket shelves and 
did not insure safety for the consumer. 

The financial stakes weigh heavily against the 
government giving straight answers on such stud¬ 
ies; if it admitted the problem and ordered as 
many animals destroyed as some observers sus¬ 
pect are already infected, U.S. farmers would 
demand subsidies on the order of $10 billion to 
replace their losses. 

The human form of “Mad Cow Disease,” 
called Creutzfeldt-Jacob Disease (CJD), is a 
dementia syndrome, and, in England, doctors 
have misdiagnosed CJD as Alzheimer’s disease. 
Thejuly 7,1990, issue of The Lancet medical jour¬ 
nal suggested a connection between meat con¬ 
sumption and dementia syndromes. In 1993, the 
Journal ofNeuroepidemiology printed a study show¬ 
ing a 200 to 300 percent higher occurrence of 
dementia syndromes among those who consume 
animal products. 

These articles cause alert U.S. medical 
practitioners and lay people to question both 
the accuracy and the frequency of Alzheimer’s 
diagnoses in America.

DID YOU KNOW? 

The Lazarus 1 Republic 


Under a planetary alignment not seen in 300,000 years, 
Texans are making history. Aided by the Divine and by con¬ 
cerned Americans on the Internet, Ambassador and Chief 
Foreign Legal Officer Richard McLaren and members of the 
provisional government have resurrected the Republic of 
Texas from a tomb of legal chicanery. 2 

As noted in our last issue, Tim McMahon, secretary of 
judicial affairs for the republic, served notice January 16 on a 
representative of Governor George W. Bush that the State of 
Texas has no basis in law and that Bush would need to find 
other employment. Accompanying McMahon was his father, 
the sheriff of Gonzalez county. Bush’s own father, the former 
U.S. president, reportedly stormed into his son’s office later, 
slamming the door and shouting, “What the hell did you accept 
the paperwork for?!” 

On February 17, citizens of the republic gathered in 
Houston, voting to seat their first lawful grand jury. Two days 
later—while others celebrated 150 years of “statehood” at the 
capitol—on the lawn of nearby Travis county courthouse cit¬ 
izens of the republic remembered 150 years of foreign [read: 
U.S.] occupation by drawing 100 names for the jury pool. 

February 26, an interracial, intercultural grand jury was 
seated to hear testimony and view evidence for the People of 
the Republic of Texas versus the agents of their oppression: 
the United States, Inc. and its military-occupation govern¬ 
ment, the State of Texas. 

The jury then took the oath along with the presenters, 
Ambassador McLaren, appointed Special Prosecutor Dan 
Meador and Lindsey Springer, his associate. Charged to 
investigate the allegations and evidence presented, the jury 
saw certified documents that the republic had been defraud¬ 
ed out of its lawful right to property and its very existence. 

Confronted with irrefutable evidence and compelling tes¬ 
timony, the jury struggled to keep in mind the guidance 
provided by Jeffrey Thayer, a common-law, guild lawyer in 
the Austin township 3 —to follow Biblical precepts and forgive 
rather than seek revenge. 

Fulfilling its mandate from the citizens of the republic, the 
jury made its decisions: first, that no further investigation was 
required; then, to return three indictments. In one, David 
Robinson, assistant commissioner for international affairs 
for the Internal Revenue Service, was noticed that the IRS 
and other agencies of the U.S. Treasury Department (includ¬ 
ing Secret Service and BATF) have 30 days to cease all oper¬ 
ations against Texans and vacate Texas soil. 

Henry Pope, Chief Justice of the U.S. Fifth District 
Court of Appeals, has 30 days to close all of its military 
courts in Texas and turn them over the lawful body of the 
Republic of Texas to establish courts based on the common 
law of America. 

Since Governor Bush had already been noticed to leave 


office, the third indictment gave him and his “outlaw gov¬ 
ernment of the State of Texas” just five days to move into 
transition mode with the provisional government: Step aside 
and vacate or face the consequences in the first certified cit¬ 
izen’s common-law court in Tarrant county. 

On March 14, officers of the republic issued an open 
invitation to all Texas law-enforcement officers—Texas 
Rangers, Department of Public Safety, Texas Guard, Texas 
National Guard, sheriffs and municipal police—to begin 
talks with its members. 

The same day, the media was informed that the next 
xMonday, the indictments would be served by officers of the 
republic on the IRS, the governor and, by a special envoy, on 
the U.S. Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals in Louisiana. That 
Monday, more than 1,000 people walked to the IRS building, 
including citizens who joined the throng as it passed through 
the streets. The militia was requested to wear civilian dress so 
as to pose no threat to State of Texas employees. 

At the capitol building, officers of the republic were met 
by Capt. Charles Smith, in charge of the Texas Department 
of Safety, Capitol Division. Officers of the republic served 
the indictment in accordance with the law of nations: Since 
the State of Texas has defaulted on the quo warranto (“what 
authority (do you have)?”) writ, they went to repossess the 
property of the republic. Invited to become a trustee of the 
republic so that he and his force could be trusted with its 
assets, including the capitol building, Smith agreed happily. 

Since the assets of the State of Texas, Inc. are locked up in 
international, common-law commercial liens, something has 
to give soon. Indicating that they may be willing to work 
with the common-law court, State of Texas district attorneys, 
judges and other courts have inquired about its procedures 
and whether it is open to all people, races and creeds. 

Hoping to facilitate a peaceful transition to lawful rule, 
the republic’s secretary of defense Archie Lowe is personal¬ 
ly contacting the sheriffs of all 254 counties of the republic 
and is being well received. He is also working with Houston 
militia commander and radio talk-show host Johnny Johnson 
to develop a radio station.
